On Friday, the 6th of September, I 
fet out from London to Harwich. The 
country isin general extremely pleafant, 
and well cultivated, The roads are 
good, and they were very much eoli- 
vened by the encampments at Warle 
and Lexden. The ftage from Colchef- 
ter to Manningtree is delightful. The 
approach to the fatter, which flands 
upon the river Stour, is very pictu- 
refque; and, 2 little way beyond the 
town is Miftley-hall, the feat of the 
late Mr. Rigby, which commands an 
extenfive profpect of the river and of 
the oppofite coaft of Suffolk. I was 
driven to the White Hart at Harwich, 
where’ paffed the evening with two fo- 
reigners who were bound for Holland : 
one was a Dutchman, and the other a 
Hanoverian. They both fpoke Eng- 
lith tleratly wells and 1 was indebted 
to them for much ufeful information. 
I rofe early in the morning to furvey 
the town of Harwich, which has the ho- 
nour of fending two members to Parlia- 
ment. It is a dirty ill-built place; but 
the fituation is charming, commanding 
a full view of the German ocean, and 
of the river Stour, with the oppofire 
fhores of Effex and Suffolk. After 
feafling my eyes with the fea and the 
river, I ftept into a circulating-library, 
which, I was told, had been eftablithed 
under the patronage of the ingenious 
Mrs. Clara Reeve; and 1 congratulate 
the ladies of Harwich on having fo ex- 
ecllent a judge as the author of the Old 
Englith Baron to fele& books for their 
inftruétiod and entertainment. Upon 
one of the piers 1 cntered into conver- 


fation with a gentleman, who informed 
me, that there was a frigate of 36 guns 
upon the flocks at Harwich, and‘that 
feveral more frigates of the fame fize 
were fhortly to be built there, After 
breakfaft I walked to the camp, which 
ftood to the South of the town upon a 
dry healthy fpot clofe to the fea, and 
confifted of three regiments of militia, 
the Bedfordthire, the Weft Kent, and 
the Suffolk. On my return, from the 
camp I began to prepare for my voyage ; 
and I found that various preliminaries 
were to be adjufted before I could em- 
bark. In the firft place, I was told that 
it would be neceffary to wait upon the 
poft-office agent to obtain a permit; 
which 1 accordingly did; and, for the 
fum of twelve fhillings and fix-pence 
he vouchfafed to give the captain of the 
packet-bhoat leave to take me on-board. 
On my return to the inn, [ found a 
cuftom-houfe officer waiting to rum- 
Mage my portmanteau. I told him he 
was very welcume to take an inventory 
of my things; but, with much complais 
fance, he declined. giving himfelf that 
trouble ; and his civility coft me half-a- 
crown, I was then reminded by my 
hoft at the White Hart, that it would 
be proper to lay in flores for the voyage. 
And here let me caution inexperienced 
travellers againft placing too much con 
fidence op fuch occafions in inn-kecp- 
ers. Let the price of every article be 
fettled before it is ordered out of the 
larder, otherwife they will impofe in a 
thameful manner. I recolleé& chat, a 
mong other extravagant items in my 
bill, they charged eight fhillings fora 
couple of fmall neats tongues; and I 
was going to give them a le&ture upon 
the fubjc& of extortion, when I was 
hurried away by a fummons from the 
captain, acquainting me that the packet 
was ready to fail. Iwas now furround- 


ed by porters and boatmen, who levied 
freth contributions wpon the paffengers. 
And thus, as Mr, res fays, in 
» having run thé

his Tour of Hollen 
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geantlet of impofition at the port of 
Harwich, we fer fail, at half paft three, 
in the afternoon, in the Diana f{chooner, 
Capt. Deane. The crew confifed of a 
matt; two fhewerds, add thirteen failors ; 
aad the veffel cartied four feur-pound- 
ers, two two-pounders, and fix {wivels, 
‘There were fourtcen paflengers, ivelus 
ding an Efplidi family who were ging 
to {pend a few years in Switzerland, and 
Who were accompanied by a Jearncd 
gentleman of Oxford, After weighing 
anchor, the Government difpatches for 
the Miviffer at the Hague were faftened 
to a heavy weight of lead, that they 
might be inftantly fank in cafe any of 
the enemy’s thips fhould appear, The 
weather was tine; we failed with a fair 
and gentle breeze; and, after Jeaving 
Landguard fort on the left, and firetch- 
ing dlotg the coaft of Suffolk with the 
town of Orford in full view, we ftood 
out for fea, and’in a few hours loft 
fight of England—Maria undiaque, et 
andigue caelum, Several of the paflengérs 
tere men of fenfe and Knowledge ; and, 
fooh after che veflel failed, a converfa- 
tion took place upon deck refpeéting 
the teformation of refigion in the 16th 
century, and the comparative merits of 
rhe three great Juminaries of that age, 
Luther, Mcelan@hon, and Erafmus. 
One gentleman obferved, that the rc- 
vival of polite literature in Germany 
twas thiefly owing to the exertions of 
Méldn&thon, True,” (aid another; 
but, had the revival of Evangelical 
trtith depended upon his exertions, it is 
to be feared that the Reformation wou'd 
Nave been ftranyled io’ its ‘infancy.’ 
Yes, yes,” faid a lively young gen- 
tleman, * had Luther been fuch a man 
as Melan&thon, we thould have had no 
Reformation.” This feemed to be the 
federal fenfe of the company, who were 
of opinion, that he frequently difplayed 
a timidity which was unworthy the 
' ¢hara€ter of a great man; that his con- 
ceMfions to the adverfe party were un- 
warrantable 5 and that it was happy for 
the caufe of truth that Luther was al- 
ways at hand to contioul him. | ven- 
tured to ftand up as thé apologift of that 
amiab'e and mi'd reformer, by remark- 
ing, that I did not recolleét any tranf- 
ation in the hiftoty of his life which 
wobld warrant the charge of his having 
fuewn a Gifpofition to facrifice the caule 
of ‘truth to any confideration whatever ; 
but, ic was well Khown that he never 
Jaid fo great a_firefs upon the abolition 
pf catesual sites and ceremonics as Ly-

ther and others; and thathe thought great 


:coneeffions ought to be made upon that 


{core for the fake of peace. At the fame 
time, I was very ready go allow thar, in 
fome inftandes, “he fhewéd too much 
condefcrnfion to the fierce acd intole- 
rant bigots with whom he had to deal at 
diets and pubsic conferences but, not- 
withftanding, I made no fervple of gi- 
ving my decided opinion, that Metanc- 
thon’s temper and conduét ought to be 
held Gut as a model to. modern ecclefi- 
aftical reformers in preference to the 
rough and unaccommodating f{pirit of 
Luther, We al! agreed m condemning 
Erafmus as a trimmer in the affair of the 
Reformation; although it was allowed 
that he paved the way for the favours 
ab'c reception of Luther’s opinions by 
his humourous and fgtirical writings 
againfi the monks, We al! joined in 
admiration of his genius, his wit, and 
his eiepent tafle; and the fmart liule 
gentleman, to whom I have already al- 
luded, began to quote fome paflages 
from one of his Colioguies, intituled, 
Nazfragium, which diverted the Cap- 
tain and forme of the failors; particus 
larly the anecdote of a perfon whe, in 
the midi of # form, promifed St. Chrif- 
topher, if he would fave him, an offer- 
ing of a large wax taper, with a fecret 
referve not to give him fo much asa 
tellow-candle when he got fafe upon 
dry land. This led to a converfation 
on fupeiflition; and it was remarked 
by one of the company, that it was our 
fot to live in an age which could not be 
charged wth too much fuperftition, 
‘On! I bey vour pardon,” faid a com- 
pofed fleady German, who fat’ {moking 
his pipe, ** Mankind are always fupere 
flitious: the only difference is, that 
they vary thtir objets of fuperfition.” 
* True,” faid another, * and the con- 
duét of the French illuftsates your re- 
mark: they have difcarded the old 
faints from their Calendar ro make way 
for St. Vol:aire, St. Rouffeau, St, Hel- 
vetius, and their practical commenta- 
tors, St. Mirabeau, St. Marat, and the 
worthy candidetes for favntly honows 
who preach the dotrine of affailinaton 
in the Jacobin clubs; and, infiead of 
the Virgin Mary, they now invoke the 
tulelary genius which. prefides over the 
French republick.” After this cone 
verfation, we were amufed with the 
throwing of the log-line,-in order to 
determine & what rate che veflel failed. 
Night how began to approach. About 


tight o’clock the lignt-houle on the

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coaft. of England, which is vifible at the 
diftance of feven leagues, difappeared 
from our view. The veffel feudded 
along with a fine breeze; and the fea, 
within the {phere of ber a&ion, pre- 
fented the appearance of an infinity of 
twinkling ftars, The fcene was grand 
and aweful; and I thought of the fol- 
Jowing poflage in the 107th Pfalm: 
“ They that go down to the fea in fhips, 
and occupy their bufinefs in great wa- 
ters; thefe fee the works of the Lord, 
and his wonders inthe Deep. For, at 
his word the formy wind arifeth, which 
lifteth, up the waves thereof; they 
mount up to the heaven; they go down 
again to the depths, He maketh the 
florm to ceafe, fo that the waves thcreof 
are fill. Ob! that men would theree 
fore praife the Lord for his goodnefs, 
and for his wonderful works to the 
children of men!” 

Mok of the paffengers became exe 
tremely fick early in the evening : ** dire 
was the toffing, deep the groans.”? In 
hopes of avoiding ficknefs, I remained 
upon deck after my fellow-paffengers 
had all retired to their cabins; and I 
flood with my face towards the wind; 
but ail my precautions were of no avail. 
About ten o’clock I felt fymptoms of 
fqueamithnefs, and continued dreadt{ul- 
ly fick till near midnight; when I 
crawled down to my cabin in woeful 
plight, tumbled into bed wichout un- 
dreffing, funk into the arms of Mor- 
pheus, and flept foundly for feveral 
hours in fpite of the motion of the vef- 
fel, and the roaring of the waves and 
wind. Early in the morning I heard 
the joyful news of our being within 
fight of iand. I {prang upon deck, en- 
tirely recovered from my ‘fea-ficknefs, 
and faw, for the fir time, the low-ly- 
ing coaft of Holland. I thought of the 
following dines of /Virgil in the third 
book of the Eneid: 

& Jamque rubefcehat ftellis Aurora frigatis 

Caw procul obicuros colles humilemque vie 
demus 

Italiam, Italiam primus conclamat Achates, 

Italiam Jzeto focii clamore fajutant.”? 

Liwas now defired to produce the 
permit which I had received frum the 
pph-otice agent at Harwich, and to de- 
iver it into the hands of the captain, 
with a guinea for my paflage. This 
demand was followed with, “ Pray 
‘remember the fteward ;”? to whom, 1 
was told, no gentleman ever gave lefs 
than half-a-crown; and then I[ was 
ascofted with, * Your honour, remem-

ber the failors;” who always. expect a 
filling at the leaft from every paffenger. 
This morning the converfation turned 
on the fubjeés of politicks and religion. 
One of the company, with much good 
fenfe, maintained, that the difcuffion 
of abftraé& principles concerning the 
rights of man was not calculated to do 
good ;. and that the belt proof of politi- 
cal wifdom in ftatefmen, was, to em- 
brace every opportunity »f applying a 
practicable remedy to an exiting prac- 
tical evil. The reafoning which he 
ufed upon this topick fuggefted to ano-~ 
ther gentleman the following obferva- 
tion: that if the rulers of this world, 
civil and ecclefiaftical, knew the things 
that belonged unto their peace and in- 
tereft, they would omit no opportunity 
of improving whatever was defeétive, 
and repairing whatever was unfound, 
in their refpeétive fyftems; by which 
means the danger of bloody convulfions, 
and of revolutions effeéted by force, 
would in all probability be avoided, 

The converfation then turned upon 
the fubjeét of ecclefiaftical reformation ; 
and, reafoning upon the principle with 
which the firlt gentleman fet out, it 
was contended by the fecond, that plu- 
rality and non-refidence were abufes in 
the Church of England which ought to 
be removed without delay, and which, 
he apprehendedy might be done away 
without the {malleft danger of popular 
commotion. But the Oxonian was not 
difpofed to go fuch lengths; and one of 
the company, perceiving fome indica- 
tions of a {pirit of contention, diverted 
the attention of the. difputants to the 
porpufes that rolled about in all direc- 
tions. The induftry and enterprifing 
fpirit of the Dutch became the next 
fubjeét of converfation : and this led to 
a debate on the comparative ftate of the 
different nations of Europe with refpegt 
to virtue and happinefs. It was obfere 
ved by one gentleman, that he looked 
upon the peafantry of Switzerland tobe 
the moft happy and virtuous people in 
Europe. He argued, that ** States, 
though very poor, may fill be very 
blefi ;” and contended, that the culti- 
vation of thofe arts, which depend upon 
the powers of tafte, lead to a refinement 
of manners, which has often paved the 
way toa ftate of fenfual corruption. 

I remarked, upon quitting the veffel, 
that the paffengers left a plentiful flock 
of provifions behind them, which the 
fhortnefs of the paflage and ficknefs had 
prevented them from ufing; and 41

Chandler, Bithop of Durham. 

Hewas a‘native of Ireland, was tranf- 
lated: from Lichfield 1730, and conti- 
nued in the fee of Durham to the time 
of his death in July 1750.—He married 
Barbara, the eldcft daughter of Sir Hum- 
phrey Briggs, and by her had two fons 
and thrée daughters, Richard, his eldeft 
fon, foon ‘after his father’s tranfistion 
was a 4 Prothonotary of the coun- 
ty Palatine, and in 1737 was made Spi- 
situal Chancellor of the diocefe, which 
office’ he, poffeffed to the time of his 
death in’ 1769. He married Elizabeth, 
danghter ‘of Lord James Cavendifh, of 
Stavléy park, in Derbyfhire, and by a& 
of Parliament took the name of Caven- 
difh, in compliance with the will of his 
father-in-law. He was folicitor of the 
excife, a commiffioner of the cuftoms, 
and member for Wendover. Ob. Nov, 
22, 1769. Wadham, the Bithop’s fe- 
cond fon, was brought up at Clare-hall, 
Cambridge ; he was appointed Spiritual 
Chanceltor of Durham, 17313 held the 
roMteries of Bithop Weremouth, and 
Wafhington, in that county, which he 
vacated on being appoiuted matter of 
Sherburn : hofpital, near Durham, in 
2735) and in the fame year was inftall- 
ed a prebendary of the s2th ftall in the 
cathedral church. He died at Aix, in 
France} in 1737, and was interred in 
the Gallilee at Durham. 

Bithop Chandler had three daughters, 
one married R. Cavendith, efq. another 
married Wadham Wyndham, who was 

«made conitable of the caftle of Durham, 

clerk. of the peace and fteward of the 
halimote court.. A third daughter mar- 
ried the Rev..Mr. Brotherton, who did 
not pofilefsiany offices or clerical prefer- 
ments, inthe county of Durham, that 
1 have -been informed of, and was very 
little known there, ;

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1793-1 Notes from All Saints Church at Chefterfield by Mr.Malcolm.977 








Mr URBAN, Of. 14. 
FEW particulars colleéted by me, 
A relating to the fine old church of 
All Saints, at Chefterfield, may poffibly 
prove acceptable to fuch of your readers 
as have not feen ir. It is very large, 
and, greatly to the credit of the inha- 
bitants, verv clean, The thape that of 
the crofs. From the middle, a mafly 
tower rifes adorned with pinnacles and 
double windows; the {pire is of tim- 
ber, and, froma ftrange fancy of the 
archite&t, crooked; the angular flu- 
tings, if 1 may be allowed the term, 
wind fpirally from the bafe to the top, 
and are covered with lead. The height 
from the ground to the vane, I was 
told, is 230 feet. A gentleman of 
Chefterfield, who has made many notes 
relating to the antiquities of the town, 
informs me, that *‘the church at Chef- 
terfield was given by Rufus to the ca- 
thedral at Lincoln;” the dean of which 
js now patron, Another of this gentle- 


man’s notes fays, the prefent building - 


was dedicated 1232. The ehoir is hand- 
fomely pewed, and there are two Jarge 
galleries, and an excellent organ. In 
the South aile there is an arch contain- 
ing a female figure, with angels fupport-

ing the head; the hands and other parts 
of it are defaced, 1 was not fuccefsful 
in my enquiry who it was that is inter= 
redthere. A flab in the body of the 
church has a crofs with a hammer and 
pincers engraved on it. Near fome large 
tombs to the Foljambes, &c. flands a 
pedeftal without an infeription, on which 
lies a cufhion richly. embroidered; a 
figure in complete armour kneels on it 
in the attitude of prayers his hands are 
broken off, but it is plain they have 
been joined; but what renders it worthy 
of remark is, that the perfon’s head ap- 
pears to have been fhot off entirely from 
the mouth upwards, and the helmet re- 
placed lightly on the remaining part. 
Indeed it has fo odd an appearance that 
I made a drawing of it, without confult- 
ing which the defcription appears lame. 
It does not feem to belong to any other 
monument near, and I could not arrive 
at any certainty for whom it was in- 
tended as a memorial, ' 
There are many other things worth 

of notice in this majeftic fabrick, which 
I fhall leave till [ have ansopportunity 
of viewing them again; and in the mean 
time fend you three old epitaphs.

4 Propofal for lending {mall Sums of 
Money for a foort Time, without In- 
terefi, to virtuous and induftrious Per- 
fons labouring under temporary Diffi- 
culties. 

Various are the methods which hu- 
manity has fuggefted for the relief of 
poverty and diftrefs, while too little at- 
tention has been paid to any plan for 
preventing thofe evils which fo large a 
portion of mankind are born to fuffer. 
It iseertain that the unhappy tranfition 
fom competence to indigence is com- 
monly occafioned by a temporary diffi- 
culty, which might be removed by a 
fmali affiftance from the hand of the 
benevolent, and all the confequent mi- 
fery avoided. The labourer or manu- 
faturer, whofe daily induftry is barely 
fuffrcient to fupport a numerous family, 
is perhaps laid on the bedof ficknefs, 
or, without any mifconduét, for a fhore 
time may happen to be unempioyed; 
bis wife and children immediately want 
bread; abd fhortly after comes an un- 
feeling landlord, who felis the little 
furnitute, and turns outthe poor wretches 
either to ftarve er become ,a burthen to 
the parith. This fixes the deitiny of 
the unfortunate family for the whole 
remainder of life; for, though there is 
alaudable pride, even in the loweft in- 
dividual, which makes him abhor the 
idea of being dependent,on parith. rates, 
and excites him to every exertion left 
the dear little objeGis-of his affe&tion 
fhould be fligmatized by the badge of 
paupers; yet, when he finds the dif- 
race wholly unavoidable, and his name 


ds once regiftered in the parochial re- 


cords of the poor, he never ftrives to 
regain his independence, becaufe he 


‘thinks his reputation irrecoverable, 


Too often alfo it happens that, for a 
{mall debt, the poor man is fhuc up in 
prifon great part of his life, and ren- 
dered ufelefs to his family and the pub- 
lick ; and, though the Society for libe- 
rating Perfons confined for {mall Debrs 
has been much and defervediy applaud- 
ed, yet, if Charity fhould begin her 


Bod-like work a little earlier, and pre- 


vent thofe unfortunate men from being 

dragged from ufeful employments, and 

the arms of their lamenting families, 
2 
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much greater good would be done. This 
is evidentron the flighteft confideration ; 
for, when the father is committed: to 
prifon, the children .muft. be provided 
for by the parith, or they will become 
vagrants, and a peft tothe publick. The 
wife muft fhare deeply in their calami- 
ty, and perhaps abandons herfelf tode- 
{pair *; or, if her temper be lively, and 
her perfon agreeable, her diftrefles may 
difpofe her to fubmir to the affluent fe- 
ducer. The prifoner in the mean while 
forgets his habits of induftry, and learns 
thofe vices which the illiterate indolent 
acquire in all fituations, but particu- 
larly in that fehool of immorality, a 
gaol. Very feldom iadeed it happens, 
that, after being difcharged from con- 
finement, he colleéts his feattered fa- 
mily, refumes his former calling, and 
recovers his credit as an honeft and in- 
duftrious man, The application of a 
little force may keep the whecls of :in- 
duftry going; but, if they are once fuf- 
fered to ftop, any attempt to fet them 
in motion again is very rarely fuccefs- 
ful. Now, could occafional relief be 
given to fuch a perfon while ftraggling 
with his adverfe condition, he might 
not only continue to be the fupport of 
his family, but, in all probability, would 
foon be able to repay a {mall fom of 
money which might be lent him froma 
fund, if it fhould be inftituted for fuch 
a beneficent purpofe. And, as the bafis 
of fuch an inflitution mutt entirely de- 
pend on a careful difcrimination of cha~ 
raGter, the petitioners fhould come well 
recommended, by three or more. re~ 
{pectable neighbours, for their honefty 
and induftry, and as being perfons who 
witl probably be able to difcharge the 
loan within months. Thofe who 
fhould abufe this charity,-by refufing 
or negleéting to return the money at

occurred in the Weft of England about three 
months fice, may be here mentioned.—A 
poor mau, who fupported his famlly by car- 
rying coals.on a couple of {mall horfes, was 
arrefted for an inconfiderable debt, incurred 
by an accidental misfortune. His wife fold 
his little ftock, and even her {canty ward- 
robe, but unluckily the amount was thort of 
the debt and cofts about two guineas; the 
debtor, therefore, was pulled away by the 
iron grafp of bailiffs; and the poor wife, 
diftracted at the feene of her hufband’s dif- 
trefs, and the fhrieks of her children,-im- 
mediately: deftroyed herfelf!

their circumftances fhould make their 
condv& criminal. 
human gratitude, it is to be hoped that 
few fuch men will be fouod; but, as 
there muft be fome debtors to this infti- 
tution, whofe misfortunes, by long con- 
tinuance, will keep them infolvent, it 
will be neceffary to have an annual {ub- 
{cription to fupport it. 

There are fome benevolent perfons, 
who are not rendered fo giddy in thé 
vortex of pleafure, nor-fo deafened by 
the clamour of politieks, but they can 
ftill hear the cry of human difirefs, and 
are ready to give every poffible {uccour. 
To fueh only is this Propofal addreffed; 
and they are earnefily requefted to give 
it a mature confideration, and not haf- 
tily difmifs it on account of fome appa- 
rent objeftions. The propofer is fen- 
fible that great difficulties would attend 
the execution of this plan, but he does 
not think them infuperable; and furely 
the benefit to be derived from it to the 
virtuous and induftrious poor is of fach 
importance as would well juftify an ex- 
periment how far it is praéticabie. The 
common objeétion will be, that few will 
be able and willing to repay the moncy 
they fhall borrow from fueh funds. 
Bot, if a proper regard be paid to cha- 
radter, it is likely this will not be found 
true. But, even fuppofing this to be 
the cafe, certainly it is not a fufficient 
reafon for rejeéting this Propofal. ‘For, 
fhould the greater partof the fums thus 
advanced be funk, it muft be allowed 
that charity can never be exercifed ina 
more beneficial manner. The atiiftance 
we give the poor is generally by alms 
to thofe who either receive parifh-pay, 
or live inva ftate of indolence and va- 
gtancy, and whofe impudence makes 
them intrude on and harrafs the bene- 
volent. By fuch perfons the money is 
wfually mifapplied co ‘the purpofes of 
dntemperance, or unneceflary indul- 
Bence; of, at belt, it affords but a fhort 
selief without produétive and lafting 
benefit. Fer, much difcretion and e- 
‘conomy in the management of alms can- 
not be expected from thofe whofe im- 
prudence and. extravagance have, ‘per- 
haps, contributed to reduce them to 
their unhappy ‘fituation. But now, if 
the money fo behtowed thould be ap- 
plied rovextricate fober and diligent per- 
fons embarrafied -by'cafual difficulties, 
the effe& would be very different ; for,

appeared,) of Caernarvonthire. The 
materials for fuch an undertaking are 
daily diminithing; I therefore hope a 
native of, or at leaft a gentleman who 
has refided a confiderable time in, the 
COURLY, 
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county, and one who thoroughly under- 
flands the Welfh language, will foon 
engage in this ufeful work. °° R. & P. 
St. Beuno is reported to have been 
buried at Clynog Vawr, in the county 
of Carnarvon, North Wales. A build- 
ing on the South fide of the church, 
near its Weft end, called by the com- 
mon people Egiwys Beuno, that is, Beu- 
no’s church or chapel, is fuppofed to be 
this reputed faint’s bugial- place. 
ftone image of him, either in his facer- 
doral robes, or in his winding-fheet (in 
which of the above dreffes he was in- 
tended to be reprefented is now difficult 
to be difcovered, Oh account of the de- 
cayed ftate of the flone), was placed, 
and remained for a confiderable number 
of ycars, on his fuppofed grave; but 
the image or fiatue was fome time or 
other (moft probably in Oliver Crom- 
well’s time) beheaded, and was lately 
removed from the abovementionéd {pet, 
and is now placed, with its feet up- 
wafds, in a corfer under the bellfiy. 
Lord Newboroygh (the late Coloncl 
‘Wynne’s brother), who lives in the 
ficighbourhood, has lately caufed the 
old faint’s afhes (if ever he was buried 
there) to be diflurbed, as’ he has ‘or- 
ered the grave to be opened, and 
fearch to be made for the coflin, &e: 
but, owing totheir not having dug deep 
enough, or perhaps fora beiter reafon, 
becaufe he was not buried’ there, no- 
thing has been found, However, I am 
informed, his Lordfhip intends placing a 
new marble flab with a fuirable infcrip- 
tion on his grave. The country people 
have defirdyed feveral freeflone monu- 
ments in and about this church, in or- 
Ger to make wherftones of the trag- 
ments. A kind of a wooden chefi, with 
a {mail padlock and key, in oder to 
take out the offering-money which 1s 
put in through a hole or flu in the lid, 
3s fill co be feen on the Sourh fide of 
the communion-table, and is cal'ed by 
the common people Ky ff Bruno, Beuno’s 
block or cheft. When either mas, Wo- 
man, or child, were affli€led with any 
kind of difeafe, part:cularly fits of every 


raged ‘amongh the'caile, the fupertti- 
tious devotees hurried in great numbers 
in former.days (a few, on particular 
Occafions, are found filly enough to do 
the fame in our time) to put their ac- 
euftomed offering imto Sr. Beuno’s cheft 
(the moft ulus) one was a filver four- 
Feany piece), in Order to eppeafe the 
anger of the enreped faint; aud chofe 
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who were affliied with any diforder af 
ter offering went ‘and fat on Beuno’s 
grave, hoping and believing that fome 
virtne would proceed thence in order to 
effect a cure. The dark narrow paffage 
which conneéts Beuno’s chape! with the 
main church is called by the common 
people Yr Heinons (a word, I prefume, 
derived’ from the Englith beimous), and 
was allotted for the confinement of difs 
orderly perfong and madmen. 

There are in this neighbourhood fome 

Druidical ftones, which I have not yet 
had an opportunity of feeing. 
« I thallconclade this letter with giving 
you a few epitaphs, copied from monu- 
ments and grave-ftones in the church 
and church- yard of Clynog, 

The following infeription, is cut on 
the rim or edge of a {quare tombfione 
on the North fide of the communion, 
table, in Roman capitals:

It is furrounded on all 
fides, except that neareft the fea, by a 
high mound of earth and ftones (4, e. a 
vallum); and on the South and North- 
eafl there are fill the remains of @ fofs. 
The vellum is about three hundred 
yards in circumference. [n the area 
are Rill vifible part of the turf walls of 
fquare and round buildings; probably 
the booths of the officers and foldiers. 

Where is the moft likely place to find 
any records refpecting this and other 
churches in the county? How are weto 
know the time they were built, &c. ?

VARIETY of information, even 

on miatters of curiofity only, can- 
not be terrned ufelefs; much lefs when 
they have engayed, any particular atten- 
tion. I fend you, therefore, an extraét 
of a note in the Botanic Garden telpedt- 
ing thofe circles of rank grafs known 
by the name of Fairy-rings. I need 
not inform you, Mr, Urban, or your 
readers, that this extraordinary poem 
has obtained a confiderable thare of po- 
étical fame, and that it is enriched aifo 
with obfervations both infirudlive and 
amufing. I make no doubt but char 
this account of a fubjedt, fo often hand- 


led in your Magazine, will appear more 
fatisfa€tory than any other as: yet of- 
fered ; and: fhall take the liberty of in- 
ferting it in the author’s own words: 


‘“€ There is a phenomenon, fuppofed to be 
eleétric, which is yet unaccounted for, I 
mean the Fairysrings, fo often feen upon the 
grafs. The numerous flafhes ef lightning 
which occur every fammer are, I believe, 
generally difcharged on the earth, and but 
feldom (if ever) from one cloud to another. 
Moitt trees are the moft frequent conduétors 
of thefe flafhes of lightning ; and I am in- 
formed by purchafers of trees that innume- 
rable ones are thus cracked and injured. At 
other times, larger parts or prominences of 
clouds, gradually finking as they move a- 
long, are difcharged on the moifter parts of 
grafly plains. Now, this knob or corner of 
a cloud, in being attraéted by the earth, will 
come nearly cylindrical, as loofe wool would 
do when drawa out into a thread, and will 
{trike the earth with a ftream of eleétricity 
perhaps two or ten yards in diameter. Now, 
as a ftream af eleétricity difplaces the air it 
pafles through, it is plain no part of the 
grafs can be burnt by it but juft the external 
ring of this cylinder where the grafs can 
have accefs to the air, fince. without air 
nothing can be calcined. This earth, after 
having been fo calcined, becomes a richer 
foil, and either fungufes or a bluer grafs for 
many years mark the place. That lightning 
difplaces the air in its paffage is evinced by 
the loud crack that fucceeds it, which is 
owing to the fides of the wérial vacuum clap- 
ping together when the lightning is with- 
drawn. That nothing will calcine without 
air is now well underftood from the acids 
produced in the burning of phlogiftic fub- 
ftances, and may be agreeably feen by fuf- 
peading a paper on an iron prong, and put- 
ting it into the centre of the blaze of ana 
jron-furnace: it may be held there fome fe- 
conds, and may be again withdrawn, with- 
out its being burnt, if it be paffed quickly 
into the flame, and out again through the 
external part of it which is in contaét with 
the air. I know fome circles of many yards 
diameter of this kind near Foremark in Der 
byfhire, which annually produce large whiie 
fungufes, and ftronger grafs, and have done 
fo, [ am informe, above thirty years. This 
increafed fertility of the ground by calcina- 
tion or charring, and its continuing to ope- 
rate fo many years, is well worth the atten- 
tion of the farmer, and fhews the nécediity 
of paring and burning new turf in agricul- 
ture, which produces its effeét not fo much 
by the athes of the vegetable fibres as by 
charring the foil which adheres to them. 

“ Thefe fituations, whether from emi- 
nence or moifture, which were proper once 
to attract and difcharge atlunder-cloud, are 
more liable again to experience the fame. 
Hence many Fairy rings are oftea feen fear

Againft the opinion of its originating 
from the Pontifices of Rome having 
byilt the bridge Sulpicius, purfuant to 
the direftions of an oracle, poffibly it 
may be deemed an objefiion, net defti- 
tute of weight, that in the derivatives 
from this word there is not any allufion 
to the conftrocting of a bridge. L wrise 
this upon the credit of Ainfworth and 
Stephens; and if, in their Diftionaries, 
there are omiffions of paflages that ought 
to have been: (pecified, I doubt not of 
their being fupplied by fome of your 
learned correfpondents. The like ob- 
fervation will hold good, though not be 
of equal force, with refpeél to deriva- 
tives ufed by Latin authors of the mid- 
dle ages. Pontifico, pontificatio, pontifi- 
cium, pontificalia, and others, all denote 
the epi(copal office, dignity, habit, &e, 
without the leaft reference to the build- 
ing or refairing of bridges, or to taxes 
impofed for that work. By an unwar. 
rantable Latinifm, #f in this inftance the 
term may be allowed, Milton, in bis 
defcription of the bridge raifed over 
the chaotic expanfe by Sin and Death 
(Paradife Loft, book X.), has applied 
two. derivatives as pertinent to bridge- 
making, viz. ‘pontifical, v. 313, and 
ponies v. 348. Dr. Johnfon, in his 
itionary, believes that this fenfe of 
the words was peculiar to Milton, and 
erhaps was intended as an equivocal 
ee on Popery. Dr. Warburton (New- 
ton’s edit. not.) properly flyles it a bad 
exprefion, adding, ‘yet to fuppofe a 
pun would be worfe, as if the Roman 
pricfthood were as ready to make the 
way eafy to hell as Sin and Death did.” 
After an attentive perufal of the whole

Bur Addifor’s remarks 
on the allegory of Sin and Death, as] 
am inclined to believe, will lead toa 
plaufible furmife of what might occafion 
Milton’s thus adapting the words pon- 
tifical and pontifice. “ A reader (ob- 
ferves this ingenious critick ) who knows 
the firength of the Englith tongue, will | 
be amazed to think how the poet could 
find fuch apt words and phrafes to de- 
fcribe the a€tions of thefe two imaginary 
perfons, and particularly in that part 
where Death is exhibited as forming a 
bridge over the chaos;.a work fuitable 
to the genius of Milton.’? Milton, 
however, from awant of apt words in 
their ordinary figuifieation, was,.it ap- 
pears, at length conftrained to give s 
novel meaning te one word, and to coin 
another, before the ideal bridge could 
be completed with chimerieal materials 
by vifionary archite&ts. And iit was in 
confequence of the fame defe& that, in 
a preceding verfe (310), he flipt intoa 
deviation from a part of fpeech, by for- 
ming a participle out of a noun fubftan- 
tive im the fimile of Xerxes :

cellent mafters. Within the land may

HAT the beft method of fixing 
hiftorical events onthe memory is 
by reading together and comparing tife

the comparifon of parallel charaQete or 
events, exifling or happening at very 
diftant periods, would, perhaps, be 
found equally ufeful, if ivdid nor lead to 
fanciful difquifition. *.% 

To illuftrate this idea, 'F thall hint at 
a curious topick or two, leaving it for 
others to purfoe the parallél“accotding 
to their inclinations or featiments. 

Is there no fimilarity in’ the lives of 
Thucydides and Clarendon? ‘They were 
both hittorians of their own times; It 
was on the civil war of his own country 
that each hiftorian chiefly wrote. As 
politicians, they were both ‘cénfpicudus 
in the fervice of their country,’ They 
were both obnoxious to a party, and 


The Pelopunnefian war refembles in 
many inftancesourlatewar with America. 
The fpeeches of the Athenians, refpeét- 
ing the condué of their generals, are fo 
much like the debates in our Houfe of 
Commons on fimilar fubje&s, ‘that, had 
they really iuggefted the hintof * An-- 
ticipation,” 1 thould fcarcely have won. 
dered at the circumflance. ‘The fenti- 
ments of Thucydides ‘relative to ‘the 
campaigns in Sicily, and the obférVa- 
tions of the Athenian parliament on the 
propriety of carrying on the'war with a 
diftant and intra@table people, while 
fome advifed the profecution of hoftili- 
ties, and others the immediate aban- 
donment of the ifland; muft recal toour 
minds feveral occurrences in the hifter 
of the American war,’ whether we lo@ 
to.our orators or our armies. 

The expedition of Cleon into Thraces 
the debates previous to it; his own 
boaftful fpeeches ; the ideas of Admini- 
firation, not highly approving him as a 
general, yet willing by any éxpedient to 
get rid of fo bluftering a charaéter; and 
the il! condué of the fublequent cam- 
paign ;—-thefe tranfa&tions will’ remind 
us of others not diffimilar, though partly 
to be retraced on the plains of Saratoga. 

The capture of Aulus and his whole 
army, as related by Salluft, agrees

of she ynfortunate Burgoyne, The Ro- 
man and Britifh generals had fimilar 
“commiffions; the firlt was to reduce the

into the heart of which they ardently 
and incautioufly penetrated. Their re- 


. SpcBive armies were alike unfupported. 
Neither, Aulys nor Burgoyne had fe- 


. cured to themfelves their retreat. In 


he at ficyation the Roman as well as the 


ritith leader was furprized—the Roman 
was taken by Jugurtha; the Britith, by 
Gates. .The terms of capitulation to 
which they fubmitted were literally the 
fame. . The fine pencil of Salluft as ex- 
adtly delineates the cafe of Burgoyne as 
of Aulus, Mark the following expref- 
fions :—“* Milites ex hibernis in expe- 
ditionem Aulus evocat—hieme alpera

I have always thought (though I do 
not remember to have heard it ob/e: ved) 
that. there is a firong affinity between 
the charagtecs of Macbeth and Hazael. 
Yer 1 accule nop Shakfpeare of. imica- 
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tion. The poet was, doubilefs, ac. 
quainted with che King of Syria as re. 
prefented in’ Sacred Scripture;. but, in 
his painting of Macbeth he drew ta. 
pidly from Nature herfelf, nor fufpend. 
ed his pencil for a moment's contetn. 
plation of her beft and faiteft copy; “In 
the &th chapter of the fecond book of 
Kings the circumftances attending Ha- 
zacl’s murder of his maflef Benhadad 
ave thos related: ‘« And Elisha came to 
Damafcus; and Benhadad, the King 
of Syria, was fick; and it was told 
him, faying, The man of God is come 
hither, And the King faid unto Ha- 
zael, Take a prefent in thine hand, and 
go meet the man of God, amd enquire 
of the Lord by him, Shall 1 recover of 
this difeafe? And Elitha faid unto him, 
Go, fay unto him, Thou mayef cer- 
tainly recover: howbeit, the Lord hath 
fhewed me that he thall furely die’ And 
he fettled his countenance ftedfattly, 
until he was afhamed: and the man of 
God wept.

Being given 
fome perfon of the family to the ab- 
bor-and convent of Chertfey, Surrey, it 
was appropriated to it, and a vicarage 
, towhich a clerk was admit- 

fedin 1427. The reory remained in 
that abbey till the Diffolution, when it

This village is famous for having 
been the refidence of the family of the 

i s, of De Windfors, who. came 
imo England with Wiliam the Con- 
querors Having received four manors 
ia this county as a reward for his va- 
Jory he fettled there, and held of the 
king-the manor and lordthip of Stan- 
well for fifteen hides. 

Thomas Windfor, efq. died 1485; 
the probate of his will dated. Feb..15, 
1485. Adminifiration was granted: to 
Elizabeth (eldefi daughter of Jobm An- 
drews, of Baylham, efq. co. Swffex), 
his -reli&t, .who married afterwards to 

Litton, knt. In his will: he des 
fued to be buvied-on the North fide of 
the choir im the church of Stanwell ; 


that a plain tomb of marble -thould be. 


placed there of a competent height, 
with arms and infeription cut upon it. 
He was buried, according to his will, 
at) Stanwell, where is yet remaining a 
tailed tomb, on which was a figure of a 
man in armour, and a woman, both 
Knecling, with the children behind. 
here were two fhields of arms, and 
ten infctiptions ; but the brafles are 
quite.gone (fee plate Il. fig. 3.)

roore fully acquaint him with his reafons for 
it. Being therefore afraid of his difpleafure; 
he accordingly repaired to the attorney-genes 
ral, who fhewed him. a draught, - ready- 
made, of an exchange of his lordfhip and 
manor of Stanwell, with its appurtenances 
lying, as the patent fets forth, in the 
counties of Middlefex, Surrey, Buckiog- 
hamfhire, Berkfhire, dnd  Southamptoa 
(hy which the greatnefs of it may in fome 
ort be difcerned), in lieu’ of Bordfley 
abbey, with the ‘lands and appurtenances 
thereunto belonging, in Worecefterihire. 
Whereof being conftrained to accept of this 
exchange, he was commanded to quit Stan- 
weil, though he bad then aid in his. Chrift- 
mas provifion for keeping of his wonted hoe 
{pitality there: all which ‘he left in th¢ 
houfe, faying, *‘ they fhall not find it bare 
Stanwell.” The king, in recompente, Made 
him keeper of his great watdrobe:” 


He made his lat will and teflament, 
bearing’ date March 26, 1543, writing 
himfelf Andrews;Windfoy, of Stanwel’,

myfelf and family. I have written more 
books than any one peifon now living 
extept Dr. Prieftley; have never {poken 
evil of dignities, but have lived on the 
beft terms with whe Eftabiithed Cleigy, 
who ever refpetied me as a, {cholar. 
fter expending a great deal of time on 
difeuffing the fubject, 1 am neither an 
Athanafian, Arian, ora Socinian, but 
die fully confirmed in the great Doc- 
trines of the New Teftament, a Refuc- 
reflion, and a future fate of ctexoal 
bleffednels to all fincere.

HOUGH the night was Mr ad- 

vanced before we retired to se- 
pofe, we were on horfeback early the 
next morning; yet not fo foon bur that 
fome of our wo:thy hofts were alfo up, 
to do the honours of. the fort, and bid 
their Jaft adieus. 

As we had expreffed a with to quit 
the beaten track to doverary, und, by 
penetrating tn:@ Upper Lora, make our 
way 
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way nearer to the Weftern coat, we 
had been’ inftrp&ed, for that purpofe, 
to proceed towards Ballechelith ferry, 


' inflead of keeping to the military-way, 


which, bearing to the left hand, leads 
to Kinlochlevin. 
At firt we fkirted along the margin: 


‘of Lochyell, if that may properly be 


called a'loch which is, in faé, an inlet 
of the fea, Rifing by degrees above 
the level’ of this water, freth views of 
various Kinds opened upon us in agrec- 
able’ fucceffion, bounded by a high, 
ragged, and uncultivated, range of hills, 
forming its farther thore ; whilit, look- 


_ ing backward, Benevith ill feemed to 


hang frowning over us, his: hoary head 
wrapped to-day in clouds, and deriving 
additional gloomince{s. from, the con- 


. trafted Inftre of the Joch below. 


Crofling a chain of mountains, we at 
lengtiy defeended into a deep valley, 
dull and fwampy in the beginning, but 
ending in corn-ficlds bettertilled, and a 
village of more comfortable afpeét than 
any we had for fome time feen, A lit- 
tle forward lies Ballechelifh ferry; in 
approaching which we remarked feveral 
large mafles of native marble of tne pu- 
set white,-fincly veined with grey. 

The river Levin, which we had to 
crofs, came down from its parent loch, 
at fome miles diflance up the country, 


. with vaft rapidity and noile, pouring no 


feanty utbure to Lochyell; which, 
fpreading ‘itfelf into a fpacious bday, 
fomewhere hereabouts exchanges its 
appellation for that of Livnhe-loci.

The way hence for a witile keeps 
clofe along the Linnhe-loch’; then, flo- 
piug fuddealy up the hills, mounts toa 
vat height above that water; and, be- 
ing in many places fcarcely two yards 
wide, bounded on the left by a fleep 
and foaring rack, whilft, on the right, 
a precipice of a moh giddy depth lies 
almot immediately beneath your ftir. 
rup, it becomes really formidable to the 
traveller. in fame few parts the foil is 
fo worn and crumbled down, that there 
remains barely {pace enouyvh for a horfe 
to pafs along. In fhort, whatever may ; 
have- been the perils of Penmenmaur, 
before the baildiog of che parapet, by 
which they have long fince been done 
away, if they ever equatied, they {carcely 
could cxeeed, thofe of the truly Alpine 
path, along which we were now advan. 
cing. ; 

Hence the profpeét was in the greatct 
fiyic. The loch, at an immenfe depth 
beneath our feet, ftretching far on eithee 
hand, and embellithed with many rocks 
and iflands of different charaéters and 
colours, backed by a chain of mouns 
tains at leaft amony the loftieft in North 
B.isain, together with the heights upon 
whale fides we hung, projeéting their 
long thadows into the very middle of 
the flumberme flood below, fornied a 
fcene worthy even of Vicgil’s fine de- 
fcription of the Lybian bay : 

“ Hine atque bine vafte rup@, geminique 
minantur 

In coelim fcopuli, quorum: fub vertiée late 

/Equord tuta filent.” 

Purfoing for fome time, with mixed 
fenfations ‘of appreheofion and delight, 
this elevated track, the groves of Appa 
at leogth appeared before us, in a lower 
fituaticn, waving over the borders of the 
loch, and almoft concealing a white edie 
fice, the fum mer sefidence of repery6 , 
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wAs we left Fort William, our kind 
‘gndattentive hofls had faid—* Be fure 
tomake-the houfe of Appin your reft- 
ing-piace to-night; there is none other 
focomfortable; Mr. Seaton is the beft 
landlord in this country.” This figu- 
ative phrafe, being taken too literally 
‘by us, Jed to an event, on account of 
which we have fince been often rallied 
by thofe of our friends to whom we have 
felated it. In fhort, Gold{mith’s ** Mif- 
takes of a Night”? were partly realized 
by. us here; and we had alually taken 
poflefion of a private houfe, and begun 
to call about us with the freedom ufual 
jn an inn, before we perceived our er- 
ror, or attended to a variety of circum- 
flances which ought to have undeceived 
Us in an inflaot,. Mr. Seaton was from 
home, and we were about to have with- 
drawn immediately, when the houfe- 
keeper coming forward intreated us, al- 
moft with tears, not to go away— It 
would cuoft her,” the faid, * her place ; 
Ber mafier would impute our departure 
to fome negleét of hers, and fhe fhould 
never be forgiven,” It was to no pur- 
pofe we told her that we had not the 
pleafure of being known to Mr. Seaton, 
nor had brought any letters of 1ecom- 
méndation to him, but thatour intrufion 
had arifen from an abfurd mifunder- 
ftanding. ‘It might be fo,” the an- 
fwered, “but many gentlemen came 
thither whom her matter did not know; 
and fhe had his pofitive commands to 
eecommodate all fuch with the befi the 
boule afforded.” After a fhort delibe- 
ration, we ftayed the night; and the ra- 
ther, becaufe a fervant was then about 
to follow the laird of Appin to a diflant 
part of the country, whither he was 
gone upon a vilit, by whom we dif- 
patched a card, explanatory of our fitu- 
ation, and the impreffion fuch unulual 
and clegant hofpitality had made upoa 
our minds.

place, nor of inftruments, which are 
often defetive, nor of acceflary tables, 
where arbitrary fyftems reign, | 

My method makes ufe but of true 
time, which is always found in the cen- 
tre of the Sun, and in the paffage of the 
Moon on the meridian, both which 
have no need of correction, The dif- 
ference of the paflage of each terreftrial 
meridian through the centre, of the 
Moon in true time will be the difference 
between them in longitude: from 
which, if the paflage of the Moon is 
rightly calculated from one meridian to 
the other in true time, the, obferyation 
of the fame paffage on the fame day, in 
true time, on an unknown. meridian, 
will give the difference in true.time ; 
becaufe no terreftrial Meridian paffes 
over the centre of the Moon. in. the 
fame time of another Meridian, The 
mean difference is of 8 feconds for a de- 
gree; from which it is impoflible to 
make a miftake of § feconds.in true 
time; and itis alfoimpoflible to deceive 
one’s felf in.one degree in longitude. 

The Ephemerids of thefle, days con- 
vert the diftances run over,,or to run 
over, into time, to conclude the hour 
of tite paflage.. My snethod thews at 
once the hour of the paflage, afcer the 
combined motion of the Karth, the Sun, 
and Moon, which move very regularly 
in their refpeétive orbits, producing ap- 
parent inequalities inthe fame time, and, 
on the contrary, equal {pace in unequal 
time. It is:from thefe principles that I 
am to make my tabies of the Moon ac- 
cording to my new fyftem of the World, 
which tixes the uniformity of equal mo- 
tion in the three bodies of the Sun, the 
Moos, and the Earth; which anfwer 
completely to all the aflronomical phe- 
nomena, toall the apparentirregularities 
which aftronomers may, have kuown, 
and which cannot be done with any 
other known fyftem. 

1o advancing thefe truths, I muft give 
a demonftration of them from aa aliro- 
nomical phenomenon; which will be 
the return of true time to mean time, 
which is feen twice a-year In two un- 
equal! periods, one of 14’ and the other 
of about 16°, It appears alfo, that be- 
tween the firf and the fecond there are 
two others, of 3’ and of about s’.' di is 


jin this manner that the tables exprefs 
themfelves, which have been formed 

from oblervations and experjence. 
Moufieur de la Lande, in his Aftro- 
Buy, 
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nomy, fays, that this effect comes from 
the inctigation of the Ecliptic on the 
Baquator; and he is copied and believed 
by all the aftronomers. He explains 
this phenomenon in a figure, where he 
paints the Equator and the Eclipric, one 

an which runs over the Equator, and 
another Sun which runs over the Ectip- 
tic; then he drews perpendicular lines 
from the inclined degrees of the Eclip- 
#i¢ to the Equator, which fall back- 
wards in equal number of degrees of the 
Equator; which produces in the hea- 
vens, according to him, the retard and 
the advance of the Sun on the mean 
time’; as if lines drawn on paper could 
puth’ ffars backwards or forwards from 


walned 
If the demonfiration of a figure in a 
plan upon paper is enough for M. de la 
Landctoaffign the caufe of fuch a pheno- 
menon, for’ my part [ know that, in ap- 
plying his theory to the celeftial arc of 
the Equator and the Ecliptic, it refults, 
that the plans which would pafs chrough 
the degrees of the Equator would pafs 
alfo' through the Ecliptic. By confe- 
quence, the rays of the Sun at-noon, 
which would be’on one of thefe plans, 
would produce equal effeéts, and, at the 
fame’ time, on the correfponding degrees 
fromthe Ecliptic and Equator, without 
making the‘centre of the Sun, arrives 
fooner or later to the one or the other. 
Notwithftanding the phenomenon 
in ‘Copernicus’s fyftem, the fun is 
without ‘motion in the centre of the 
World, its rays are always exitting in 
the fame manner; the Harth receives 
its light always’in the fame manner, 
while ic'turns round its axis man equal 
intervalof mean time,and /eaves nomeans 
to. fee how the Sun can arrive, fooner or 
Jater, on the fame meridian twice in a 
year. It would be neceflary to make 
the Barth run in a retrograde manner 3 
degrees and three quarters, and an ac- 
celeration of the fame quantity twice a- 
year, without difturbing the meantime, 
which°would be impollibie, and more 
fo ftrll not to perceive it in the heavens, 
and in the pendulum-clocks. 
bean fay no more than to fay with 
freedom that I think that to this day 
the natural caufes of this phanomenon 
have been totally unknown, as only de- 
pefiding’ on the true difpofition of the 
World, in which this pheaomenon, 
like all thie others, refults in the greatett 
and moft*perfc&' fimpliciry of motions. 
_ This I fee in my new fyftem, by which 
‘the verreftrial orbit is placed neareli to 


* 
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the centre of the world, gives occafion 
to make the other orbits appear ellip. 
tics, the retrogradation of the ftars likes 
wife, and the return of the true time and 
the mean time twice a-year, which dots 
not verify itfelf.in any other fy hem; 
All the irregularities of ‘motion and of 
time appear without any reality, as will 
be feen by what follows. 

The aftronomers, who are fo cleats 
fighted as to find the difference of a 
fecond, and the fixtieth part of one fee 
cond, in all their calculations, content 
themfelves for the difference of a quare 
ter of an hour from the true to the 
mean time. They content themfelves, 
I fay, with fome lines drawn on paper, 
They have not feen, in the moft effens 
tial principles of their calculations, that 
the quantity of the year, in their books, 
is greater rhon the natural one, more 
feven minutes; and that of the fynodie 
month is morethan a minute; that the 
cycle is exaétly of 19 years; and that 
there are no errors in it; that the Earth, 
the Moon, and the Sun, begin their 
equal motion every 19 years, to come 
to the fame degree: while the antients 
knew very well that the motion of the 
Moon is equaliy uniform in its motion 
and as invariable as that of the Sun; 
the appearance of time and motion has 
been taken notice of, as will bé feen 
graphically in the conflraétion of my 
tables. 

The aftronomers have not likewife 
feen that there is a firft meridian in the 
circumference of the Earth, where it is, 
mid-day and mid-night in ‘terminating , 
the cycles. From which it follows, that 
all the other intermediary meridians are 
fubordinated to it in the continuation 
of time and motion, I do not inculpate 
the aflronomers for having made thefe 
blunders, they not having had a true 
fyftem of the world, in which they could 
have verified every thing. ‘They will 
go on, neverthelefs, to believe what M. 
de la Lande fays on the return of true 
time ‘to mean time. Tt is that very pout 
I defire may be examined, and denton- 
firated without any errors, fince it is 
that which deftroys Copernicus’s fyhem 
and eftablithes mine. 

The unequal motions of the, Moon, 
which they are obliged to acknowledge 
in that fyfcm, and the equality and 
uniformity of mine, will meke a com- 
tra not lefs worthy the notice of the 
Board of Longitude thaa of all the Nae 
tions on the Globe. 

I know. very well that my fy fem dee 
ficoys 
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firoys all the ellipfes that Newton in- 
vented to make the fyftem of Coper- 
nicus’ pafs, without which ellipfes ‘it 
could not have been fupportable. But, as 
the motion of the World in my fyftem 
js'in a concentric circle, I cannot help 
it, \Befides, Newton gave no reafons 
ney caufe why the motion in bodies was 
elliptic and fpiral, according to the 
dotirine of the retrogradation of the 
Nodes Weftward all round thr: Equinox. 
The formation of my tables of the 
age of the Moon onthe aftronomi- 
tal meridian in true time refults from 
the three motions of the Earth, the 
Moon, and the Sun, which run, in their 
refpeftive orbits, the fame {pace every 
day in the fame mean time. 
The three orbits will be graphically 
reprefented, with the exact proportion 
and fize of the univerfe, to be exaéily 
\@ivided, all in equal fpaces. The orbit 
of the Sun fhall be divided into 360 de- 
grees; and in 365d. sh. 41m.,1,, which, 
being run over 19 times by the Sun, 
tompletes the cycle and the number of 
days in mean time, which are 69394. 
r2h. exaétly. 
The orbit of the Earth will be deter- 
Mined by the preceffion or the retard of 


noon, of trué time on mean time, which: 


will give three mi lions, more or Jefs, of 
feagues for the radius, The faid orbit 
Will be divided into 360 degrees, ex- 
aétly correfponding with thofe of the 
Sun; and, befides, it will be divided 
in proportion to its daily courfe, which 
takes in a year but 132 degrees 42 of 
its orbir. By thefe means the Karth 
thakes but feven turns on its orbit in 19

years, acycle, and gives occafion to all. 
verifications of the other phenomena 
and apparent inequalities, and likewife 
epaéts of the Moon, and the real ine~ 
quality of the fynodic months, The 
365d. sh, 41m.,.%, of the Sun’s time 
will be placed in equal fpace in the 132 
degrees 43 of the annual courfe of the 
Earth in irs orbit, 

The Earth, at the fame time, being 
the centre of the orbit of the Moon, 
fhews for its motion the moft fingular 
combinations in the obferyation; while 
the Moon runs over its orbit with the 
fame regularity as if it turned round aw 
immovable centre, The mean time of 
its orbit is 29d. 12h. 42m.279 after the 
cycle, without any error. ‘The Moon 
then going as much as the centre of the 
Earth in the way of the terrefirial orbit, 
and, at the fame time, as much as need 
to go round the Earth in the way of its 
own orbit, forms, fram this. complex 
motion, a multiplicity of combinations; 
which, I believe, cannot be conceived 
otherwife thaa by the projeétion of thofe 
three motions. By which means ever 
one will plainly fee the complete cour 
of thefe three bodies, and why they ap~ 
pear to have unequal courfes, and why 
it is not fo. Every one will conceive 
the certitude of my fimple and new me= 
thod of finding the Longitude, frem the 
evidence and certitude of the Moon’s 
paflage on the aftronomical meridian , 
by which means the obferver cannot 
deceive himfelf in one fecond of true 
time, and, by confequence, not be twe 
leagues out of his way.

“This prefent effay, it is hoped, from the 
fuceefs of the pradt'ce, willinduce phy ficians 
toabandon bleeding, violent emetics, purging, 
fweating, the ofe of cooling falts, faline re- 
medies, diluting drinks, blifters except in 
particular inftances, volatiles, the giving an- 
tifpafmodics, in fuch dangerous difeafes: for 
moft of thefe remedies are trifling or inju- 
rious, either in the commencement or in any 
other ftage of acute putrid difeafes. Fiwe and 
water cannot be proper at the fame time, and 
in the fame difeafe: cordials, antifeptics, and 
tonics, cannot rationally be ufed, when cooling 
falis, relaxants, and diluters, are prefcrihed, 
Strikingly abfurd as thofe common, practices 
muft appear, yet moft phyficians, hitherto, 
have not only acquiefced in {uch contraidic- 
tions, but have heen angry when thefe fatal 
prejudices have been cenfured: and nothing 
but humanity and univerfal benevolence can 
induce any prudent man to ftem the torrent 
ot prevailing errérs. Reformation in phy- 
fick, however, cannot reafonably be expect- 
ed but from fpirited and experienced re- 
formers, who will vigoroufly attack preju- 
dices at every hazard.” 

"Phe fevers the author treats of, as 
likewife the {mall-pox, &c. were attend- 
ed with brown tongue, hear, thift, pur- 
plefpots,&c. ; therefore,” he fays, * itis 
prefumed, no proofs of a fuccefstul prac- 
tice can be exhibited more decifive in the 
cure of putrid-tending difeafes.”” 

The. whole of the pamphiet feems di- 
rebied by a defire to eftablith the confift- 
ept do€izines it contains. Inthe proofs 
tronght againft moft writers, which are 
caumerated under their refpective names, 
wenfiid. Sydenham prefcribing {mall 
beer, leaf goid, a healthy ftrong young 
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man asa’ bed-fellow in putrid’ epidemic 
fevers, a’young puppy tobe’ applied to 
the belly, &ce we could fearcely-believe 
thefe things poffible; but, on tooking 
into Swan’s Sydenbam, the: alfertions are 
certainly too true, 

We cannot but conhdet the author as 
highiy mesicorious in attempting to chace 
from medicine thofe few remains) ofan 
infignificaat or an injurious praétice*ia 
putrid fevers, fmall- pox, &c,. ‘The treat- 
ment of thefe diforders is arriving to. a 
great height of exceHence;. and Dr. 
Rowley appears to have put the finishing 
firoke to what was moft requifite in the 
Management of thefe alarming com- 
plaints.

among the Greeks or Barbarians, agree in 
deriving human nature from divine ori- 
gins and fuppofing mento have been, 
rom the firt, enlightened and infiruéted 
by heaven. .The tame doétrine has been 
the popular helief of after-ages. Nor is 
it eafy to affign arcafon, excepting the 
vanity of depaiting from the belt of évi-~ 
dence, that derived from heaven ‘itfelf, 
for ailerting the contrary, and reducip 

human nature as much toa level wit 

brutes, in order to give the merit of 
raifing and improving it to its own exer 
tions. Dr. D, is of opinion, that all 
mackind were at firft in a civilized flate ; 
that, from time immemoria), there exift- 

ed, along the banks of the Euphrates, a 

fet of people who were never in a favage 

fate, but retained the remembrance of 
the arts ahd inventions which had been 

known to their anceflors previous to a 

general inundation, which had {wept a- 

way the refl of the human race.

_ More polite nations was renewed, Dr.

at Ardoch. Here the whole army.affem- 
bled after leaving Fife, and was fepar 
rated into three bodies; the weakeft of 
thefe, the gth legion, was attacked by 
the Caledonians ; but, by the timely in- 
terference of Agricola, the encmy were 
defeated, and obliged to hide themfelves 
during the reft of the winter. 

The feventh campaign finithes the mi- 
litary operations of Agricola in Britain, 
The author decides, that the fcene of the 
battle of Mons Grampius is to the Eafl- 
ward of the Tay, beyond the frontiers of 
the Horeftii, It is probable, that,.at the 
commencement of this campaign, the 
Romans re-aflembled at Ardoch.

The Socinian doftrines and their pro- 
are convicted of fallacy, and in- 
competency to the great ends of religion 
and morality. The number of converts 
by no means fo great as we have been 
artfully, and with a degree of affurance, 
taught to believe. Even Dt. Pricflicy’s 
zeal to increafe them is doubted; and, as 
Mr. F,. bas been told, he ‘‘ has expretfed 
a with to go into the ftreets, and preach 
to the common people,”’ he challcnges 
“him, and thofe of his fentiments, to 
make the trial. Though the people of 
Birmingham have treated him fo vn- 
civilly, { hope they would meet with 
better treatment in other parts of the 
country; and if, by the power of novel- 
tv, they can turn but a few finners from 
the error of their ways, and fave their 
fouls from death, it will be an objeét 
worthy of their attention. Bur, thould 
Dr. Priefiley, or any arher of his fenti- 
ments, go forth on fuch an errand, and 
fill retain their principles, they muft 
reverfe the declaration of our Lord, and 
fay, We come not 10 call finners, but the 
righteous, 10 repentance. Alli their hope 
muft be in the uncontaminated youth, or 
the better fort of people, whofe habits in 
the paths of Vice are not fo ftrong but 
that they may be overcome. Should 
they, in the courfe of their labours, efpy 
@ malefafior epproaching the hour of his 
execution, what muft he do? Alas! 
like the prieft and the Levite, they mutt 
pafs by on the other fide. He could not 
fo much as admonifh him to repentance 
with any degree of hope, becaufe they 
confider ‘all late repentance, and efpe- 
“cially after long and. confirmed habits 
* of vice, as abfolutely and neceffarily 
* ineffeBtoal.’ Happy for many a poor 
wreteh of that defeription—happy, efpe- 
cially, for the poor thief on the crofs, 
_ that Jefus Chrift aéted on a different 
principle” (pp. 35, 36). 
“ Mr. Belfham fays, that ‘rational 
Chriflians are often reprefented as in- 
#:4 different co pra€tical religion;’ and ad- 
Mits, ‘there has been fome plaufible 
2 4 for the aceufation.’ Dr. Prieft- 
* Jey admits the fame things; aod they

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hoth go about to account for it in the 
fame way *. Now, whether their me- 
thod of accounting for it be juft or not, 
they admit the fa&t; and hence we 


may conclude, that the generality of. 


‘ rational Chriftians’ are not {6 righteous 
as to need no repentance; and that the 
reafon why their preaching docs not turn, 
finners to sighteoufnels, is not owing to 
their want of an equal number of finners 
to be turned” (p. 34). : 

Mr: F. thews, p. 42—51, that Trini- 
tarians and Moravians have had move 


fuccefs than Socinians in converting the 


Indians and Greenlanders to Chriftiae 
nity. The ill fuccefs of Dr.’ Priefiley 
at converfion is here expofed. ‘ If any 
confiderable fruit arife from the addrefies 
above referred to, it is yet to come; and 
not from thofe addrefies only, but, Lam 
inclined to think, from acy thing that 
has ever bern attempted by Socinians for 
the converfion of unbelievers” (p,.52). 
Mr. F. inquires, p. 54, what fort of 
perlons become converts to Socinianifm, 
whether humbie minas or mere {peculas 
tifsin religion, men of fittic or no fe- 
rioufnefs, and who pay no manner of 
attention to vital and practical religion, 
Dr. P. fays, “* Many of thoie who judge 
fo truly concerning’ pasticular tenets in 
religion have attained to that cool, une 
biaffed temper of mind, in confequence 
of becoming more indifferent to religion 
in general, and to all the modes and 
doétrines of its’? ard this indifference to 
all religion is confidered by Dr. Prieh- 
ley as favourable to a diftingusthin 
berween truth and falfehood +.” Much 
to the fame purpofe is what Mr, Beltham 
alleg-s, that, “men, who are moft indif- 
ferent to the fradice of religion, and 
whofe minds, therefore, are leaft attach. 
cd to any fet of principles, will ever be 
the firft to fee she abfurdity of a popular 
fuperfition, and to embrace a rational 
fyitem of faith }.” It is hence eafy to 
fee, one fhould think, what fort of 
charaéters thofe are that compofe the 
body of Socinian converts. Surely So- 
cinians muft be wretchedly driven, or 
they would not have recourfe to fuch a 
refuge as that of acknowleging that they 
hold a gofpel the beft preparative for 
what is a being “pint of all religion ?” 
(pp. 56, 57). Dr. Priefley, however, 
acknowleges the principles of Calvinifm 
to be generally favourable to that leading

virtue, 
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Virtue, devotion (p. 83). It is his opi- 
pion, and that of fome others, that men 
better, that the world advances 
confiderably in moral improvement; yea, 
Mr. Beltham expreffes a hope, that, “in 
ocefs of time, the earth may revert to 
its paradifeacal fate, and death itlelf be 
anpihilated.”” This, however, will hardly 
be thought to prove any thing, except 
that enthufiafm is not confined to Ca!- 
vinifts ; and, 2s to men growing better, 
whatever may be the moral improvement 
of the world in general, Dr. Prieftley 
fomewhere acknowledges that this is far 
from being the cafe with the Church of 
England, elpecially fince the times of 
Bifhop Burnet. With refpe& to the 
Difenters, were there ever men of holier 
lives than the generality of the Puritans 
and Nonconformi/is of the two laft cenru- 
ries? Can anv thing equal tothedr piety 
and devotednefs to God be found among 
the generality of the Socinians of their 
time, or of any time? In fufferings, in 
faftings, in prayers, in a firm adherence 
to their principles, in a c'ofe walk with 
God, in their families, and in a teries of 
unremitced labours for the good of man- 
kind, they {pent their lives. But faf- 
ings and prayers, pechaps, may not be 
admitied as excelicnces in their charac. 
ters. It is poffible they may be treated 
with ridicule, Nothing lefs than this is 
attempted by Dr. Pricftley in his fi'th 
letter to Mr. Burn. “3 could with,” 
fays he, ‘to quiet your fears on your 
own account, For, the many ficepiefs 
nights. which your apprehenfion’ muft 
meceffarily have caufed you, accompa- 
pied, of courfe, with much carocft 
prayer and fafting, mult, in time, affeé 
your health.” Candovr out of che quef- 
tion, isthis piety? It is faid to be no 
uncommon thing for petfons who have 
‘been uled to pray extempore, when they 
‘become Socinians to leave off that prac- 
‘tice, and betake themfeives to a writr-n 
form of their own compofition. This, 
‘if Lremember right, is what Dr. Watts 
uéed to cali “ writing a letter ro Al- 
‘mighty God, and then reading it to 
him.” This is formal enough, and will 
be thought by many to afford but flen- 
der evidence of their devotional {pirit ; 
but yet one would not have dared to ri- 
dicule it in others, however deftitute of 
it they. might be themfelves. Dr. P. 


‘allows that Calvinifts have “ lefs appa- 
rent conformity to the world, and that 
they feem io have more of a real princi- 
pie than Socinians.”. But then he thinks 
Gent. Mac. November, 1793. 
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the other have the moft candour and be- 
nevolence; ‘‘fo as, upon the whote, to 
approach neareft to the proper temper of 
Chsiftianity.” He “*bopes, alfo, they 
have more of a real principle of religion 
than they feem ro have” (Sermons, pp. 
100,.101). As tocandour and beneyo- 
lence, thefe will bé confidered in ano- 
ther letter. Art prefent it is ful[cient to 
obferve, chat Dr. Priefiley, like Mr. 
Beltham, on a change of chara&ter in his 
converts, ‘was obliged to have recourfe 
to hope, and to judge of things contrary 
to what they appear in the lives of men, 
in order to fupport the religious charac- 
ter of his party. Thata large propor- 
tion of ferious people are to be found 
ainong the Calvinifts, Dr. P. will not 
deny. But Mrs. Barbauld goes farther; 
fhe acknowledges, in effeét, that the fe- 
roufoefs that is to be found among So- 
cinians themfelves is ‘accompanied by a 
kind of fecret attachment to our princi- 
ples5 an. attachment which their preach- 
ers and writers, it feems, have hitherto 
laboured in vain to eradicate. *’Thefe 
do&trines,” fhe fays, “it is true, among 
thinking people, are lofirg ground; but 
there as {till apparent, in that clafs cabled 
seriou: Chrifttans, a tendernefs in expof> 
ing them, a fort of leaning towards 
them, as, in walking over a precipice, 
on; Should lean to the fafete fide; an 
idea that they are, tf not true, at Jeaft 
good to be believed, and that a faluzery 
errot is betier than a dangerous truth.’ 
By the ‘ clafs called ferious Chriftians” 
Mr, B. cannot mean profetikd Cale 
vinifts, for they have vo notion of Jran- 


‘ing towards any fyfiem as a fyftem of ’ 


falutary error, but confider. that to 
which they are attached as being the 
truth. She mult therefore intend to d@- 
fcribe the ferious part of the people of 
her own profeffion, We are much 
obliged to Mrs, B, for this .mportant 
piece of information, We might not fo 
readily have known, bur for this, that 
the-hearts and confciences of the ferions 
part of Socinians revolr at their owa 
principles ; and that, though they have 
rejeGted what we efteem the great doc- 
trines of the Gofpel in theory, yet they 
have an inward leaning toward them, as 
the only fafe ground on which to reft 
their hopes. According to this account 
it how'd feem that ferieus Chrifiaus are 
known by their prediltétion for Cal- 
viniltte doétrines ; and that thofe **¢hiwk- 
ing people, among whom thofe dodirines 
ars long ground,’ ase not of that cials 

ot 
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or defcription, being diftinguifhed from 
them. Well, it does not furprife us to 
. hear that. “ thofe men, who are the moft 
indifferent to praftical religion, are the 
frh, and ferious Chriftians the /afl,,to 
embrace the rational fyftem, beeaule ic 
is. po more. than might be expeéted ; if 
there be any thing furprifing in the af- 
fair, it ®, that chofe who make thefe 
acknowlegements fhould yet boaft of 
their principles on account of their mo- 
pal tendency” (p. 106——110). : 

The idea that our opponents. love 
principally to dwell upon is that of a 
father... Hence the charge, that * we re- 
‘prefent God in fuch 4 light that no earthly 
pareat could imitate him, without fuf- 
taining acharaéter thocking to humanity.’ 
‘This opinion, I may obferve, in the firtt 

lace, comes with an ill grace from Dr, 
richiey, who teaches that * God is the 
* author of fin, and may, do evil, pro- 
f vided it be with a view that good may 
# come’ (On Neceffity, p.117—121). Is 
_ not this reprefenting God in fuch a light 
-that no one could imitate him withouc 
fuflaining a chara&er thocking to huma~ 
nity? Whether Dr. Priefiley’s notions 
oo this fubye& be true or not, it is truc 
that. God’s ways are fo much above ours, 
thac. it is unjuft, in many cafes, to mea- 
{ure his conduét to a rebellious world by 
that of a father to his children” (p. 
320). 

In this wav Mr, F. rallies and retorts 
on Dr. Priefiley, and hi» atlociates, their 
eparges of want of candour and their 
Spiritual pride (p. 160), and their cha- 
rity mifcalled (p. 171). The tench let- 
ter, on Charity and the charge of Bigotry, 
as an home-thruft, not eafily parried, as 
i¢-will be a difficul: matter to get over 
the rejection of certain fundamentals of 
Chuthanty meulcated in the Gofpel of 
Chrift. Let us hear Me. F’s definition 
of Bigotry (p. 193): “* Bigotry, as L un- 
derftand 1, 1s a biind aud inurdinare at- 
tachment to one’s own wpinions, If we 
be attached to principics on account of 
their being ours, or becaule we have 
imbibed them, racher thao becaule they 
appear to us to be taugiit in the Holy 
Scripture: ; if we be attached to fome 
peculiar ‘principles, to the negleét of 
otbers, or ‘0 as to give them a greater 
proportion in the fyftem than they re- 
quire ; if we confider things as being of 
- greater imporcance than the Scriptures 

yeprefent them; if we adhere fo obfti- 
nettly,.to our own opinions as to be 


paeee Seeezequiry, and not open to 
sonviclion; if we make fo much of 
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principles as to be Inattentive to holy 
pradtice; or if a difference in religious 
fentiments deftroy or damp our bencvo. 
lence to the perfons of thofe from whom 
we differ; in any of thefe cafes we are 
fubje& to the charge of bigotry. But 
we may confider a belief of certain doc- 
trines as neceffary to falvation without 
coming under any part of the above de- 
{cription, We may be attached to thefe 
doftrines, not becaufe we have already 
imbibed them, but, on account of their 
appearing to us to be revealed in the 
Scriptures, we may give them only that 
proportion and degree of importance, in 
our views of things which they occupy 
there; we may be fo far friends to free 
enquiry as ny eo to fearch ‘the 
Rerepetese, to fee whether thefe things 
are fo, and fo open to conviftion as to 
relinquith our fentiments when they are 
roved unfcriptural, We may be equal. 
y attached to praétical godlinefs as to 
the princip!es on which it is founded; 
aad, notwithftanding our ill opinions of 
the religious fentiments of men, and our 
apprchenfions on the danger of their 
condition, we may yct bear good-will to 
their perfons, and with for nothing more 
than an opportunity of promoting their 
welfare, both for this life and that which 
is to come” (pp. 193, 194). Mr. F. 
concludes this letter with a perfeé con- 
currence in opinion with Dr. Prieftley’s 
expreilion: *E could overlook every 
thing in a man who I thought meant 
notiing but my everlafting welfare, 
This, and nothing elfe, is the temper of 
mind I have been endeavouring to des 
fend; and,as Dr. Pricftley has here ge- 
neroufly acknowleged the propriety of 
it, it becomes us to acknowlege, on the 
other hand, that every f{pecies of zeal 
for fentiments in which a concern for 
the everlafting welfare of men is wanting, 
is an unhallowed kind of fire, for which, 
whoever indulges it, will receive little 
thanks from him whofe caufe they ima- 
gine themfelyes to have efpoufed” (p. 
208). 

Our limits do not admit of our fol. 
lowing Mr. F. through the whole chain 
of his arguments. But we mutt infert 
his concluding refleétions: * Firft, If 
that fyflem which embraces the deity and 
atonement of Chrift, with other corre- 
{pondent doflrines, be friendly to a life 
of fobriety, righteoufnefs, and godlinefs, 
then it is of God; and it becomes us to 
abide by it, not becaufe itis the doce 
trine of Caivin, or any other man, who 
is uniofpucd, but as being she Gofpel

which we bawe received from Chrift 
and his Apofiles, wherein we fland, and 
ewhereby «we are faved, Secondly, If 
that fyftem of religion, which rejeéts.the 
deity and atonement of Chrift, with o- 
ther cotréfpondent’ doétrines, be -un- 
friend!y €6 the converfion of finners to a 
life of ho'inefs, and of profeffed unbe- 
Jievers to faith in Chrift; if it be a fyf- 
tem which irreligious men are the firft, 
and ferious Chriftians the laft, to em- 
brace; if it be fouad to relax the obli- 
gations to virtuous affection and beha- 
viour, by relaxing the great ttandard of 
virtue itfelf; if it promote neither Jove 
to God in bis true:charaéter, nor bene- 
volence to men as it is exemplified in 
the fpirit of Chrift and his Apefiles; if 
it lead thofe who embrace it to be wile 
jn their own eyes, and, inftead of libe- 
rally deprecating God’s righteous’ dif- 

leffure, even in their dying moments, « 
arrogantly to challenge his juftice; if 
the charity it inculcates be founded in 
indifference to divine truth; if it be in- 
confiftent with an ardent love to Chrift, 
or veneration for the Holy Scriptures; 
if the happinefs. which it promotes be at 
‘variance with the joy of the Gofpel; fi- 
nally, if it dsminifh the motives to gra- 
titude, obedience, and heavenly-minded- 
nefs, and have a natural tendency to in- 
fidelity, then it is an immoral fyftem, 
and, confequently, is not of God, It is 
not the Gofpel of Chrift, but amarber 
Gofpel. ‘Thefe who preach it preach 
another Fefus, whom the Apottles did not 
preachy; and thole who receive it, receive 
another Spirit, which they never im- 
bibed. It. is not a light which cometh 
from above, but a cloud of darknefs that 
has arifen from beneath, tending to 
eclipfe it. It is not the highway of 
truth, which isa way of holinefs, buta 
bye+path of error, which mifleads the 
unwary traveller, and of which, as we 
value our inmoft interefts, ic behoves us 
to beware. We need not be atraid of evi- 
dence or free enquiry, if irreligious mea 
be the firit, ana ferious Chriftians the 
daft, who embraced the Socinian fyftem. 
It iseafy to perceive that the avenues 
which lead to it are not, as its absttors 
would perfuade you to think, ao open- 
nefs 10 conviétion, ora free and impar- 
tal enquiry, but a beart /eeretly difaffedt- 
ed tu the charaGler, and government of 
God, and diffatisfied with the gofpel-way 
Of faivation’’ (pp. 222, 223). 


243. Hiforicat View of Devonthire. In Five 
Values. Vel, 1. By Mr. Polwhele, of Pole 
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whele, in Cornwall. Exeter,'1793-  8ve. 

IN the propofals circulated for a Hif+ 
tory of Devonthire, by Mr. Polwhele, 
whbout a date, but really 1789, he offers 
the work in one volume folio, or two in 
quarto, for favo guineas; volume or part 
the frff to contain, book IT. a general de- 
{cription of the county, ‘its satural hif- 
tory, &c.; book II. a furvey of towns, 
principal buildings, &c.; book IIT. hif- 
torical events; wolume or part IT. in three 
books, the Eaft, South, and North divi- 
fions of the county; appendix, contain- 
ing a lift of parithes, theriffs, genealopi- 
cal tables, family papers, notes, &c. &c. 
In a circular letter in our Magazine for 
May, 1789, p. 411, it was judged expe~ 
dient to extend the work to two volumes 
Solio, each two guineas, to which he then 
had 200 fubferibers, It was natural to 
conclude that the whole of the plan 
would be comprifed in thefe two vo- 
Jumes, or that Mr. Polwhele’s fub- 
{cribers would have received from him, 
fome way or other, an intimation that 
they could not be compreffed into them. 
But he had already informed them, that 
comprefion was not fo eafy as dilatation 3 
and, in proof of his obfervation, he pro« 
ceeds to take of them thirty Jhillings 
more, at five feveral inflalments, for 
‘ Hiftorical views of the inhabitants of 
Danmonium, in the Britis, Roman-Brix 
tifh, Saxo-Danifh, Norman-Saxon, and 
Saxo-Lancaftrian-Yorkifo petiods, and 
thofe of the Rebelhon and -Refloration. 
Thefe,” he obferves, * do not interfere 
in the Jeaft with the main undertaking, 
yet will probably be deemed a repofitory 
of curious notices, Here may be intro~ 
duced at large a multiplicity of papers, 
to which references only can be made in 
the Hifory; and here he may be at li- 
bercy to throw out conjeAlures on fub- - 
jeéts of antiquity, and fubmit to confide- 
ration a variety of points that feem am- 
higuous, but which, when elucidated, 
may be worthy attention for the larger 
work.” 

Accordingly, the firft period opens 
with a difcuffion, by a correfpondent, of 
the very paflage of the Saxon Chronicle © 
which was difcuffed in our vol. LD XT. 
np. 1120, 1207, LXII. 238, but not to 

r. P’s fatisfattion, who perfifts in bis 
opinion, that the firft iohabirants of Brix 
tain came from Armenia, inftead of Ar- 
morica; and then, on the authority of 
this vartous reading of this fingle MS, 
contends, that the Saxon Chroni¢cie 


plainly intimates that the inhabirants, 
who feitled fir in the Sowth or South 
welt 
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welt parteof Britain, came a long wayege 

fez.”’ We cannot conceive why the 
igtercfting part of thefe five volumes was 
not incorporated iato the larger work, 
infeed of being dealt out to fubfcribers 
at fx thillings each, in a type and on a 
paper calculated to dever them from 
reading them *, and unwortliy the pro- 
mifed execution of the larger volumes 
Mr. P. accompanies the firll period with 
a profpc&tus, from which we learo that 
the firll volume of the Hiftory will con- 
fii of the 

Introdution and Natural Hiftory, in 
Pica type, 

Antiquities, from the Britith to the 
Saxon period—typ- Engli/r. 

Gevetal Hiflory, from the Saxon pe- 
riod to the prefent times—type Creat 
Primer. 

Into this volume, we conceive, the 
five quartos might fairly have been in- 
corporated. 

Vol. IL. or the fir& part of the chorce- 
graphical furvey of the county, contain- 
ing the diocefe and archveaconry of Ex- 
etcx. in Great Primer, is completely 
panted. But, “as ail the views as yet 
engraved for the three volumes are to be 
inferred in the fecond volume, now print- 
ed,” and Mr. P. is urgent to have as 
many plates given to the work as he can, 
the engravings may retard publication. 
It Ci. c. the fecond volume) will be ae- 
hivered to the fubjeribers as foon as the 
eugraver produces the plates. We might 
oljed, thar the delvering a// the plates 
toyciher is not for the author’y imtereft; 
for too many ot his readers, when they 
have gratified sheir curiofity with preity 
pidlutes, may think no more abouc the 
remaioder of a dry counry-kiftory. This, 
howevcr, will, in great meature, depend 


_on the execution of the plates; the.chorce 


of which, from the lift given in the pro 
fpeftu:, dared Exerer, July, 1793, ap- 
pears to Lave been well made, as far as 


we can judge without having feeo tie

In his rerura he took a 
valuable Spanifh regitler-fhio, « Iu the 
reign of James I. Bideford took an ace 
tive part in the Newfoundand trade, 
which was not fufficiently en.ouraged in 
tha reign of Queen Anne, and failed 
ever fince 1710. Mr. John Siange, 


whe dicd 2646, was a confidcrable im. 
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porrer of wook from Spain. The town 
eanvied ona confiderable trade with Hol- 
land, ‘France, and the Mediterranean, 
afid derived much benefit from the revo- 
cation of the edi& of Nantes: : The trade 
with America tealed about 1774 or 5.

His grandfun, Sir Be» 
vil, loft his at Lanfdown, 1643; and his 
fecond fon, John, was one of the firl 
agents in the Keftoration, and was cre- 
ated, 1661, Ear! of Bath, Vilcount Lanf- 
down, Baron Bideford, &c. George, 
fecond fon of Bernard, the fourth fon of.

Auong the natives or refidents of Bi- 
deford the moft diftinguifhed are, Mr, 
Strange, before-mentioned, Lewis Siv- 
cley, chaplain to Oliver Cromweil, and 
his.fon Thomas, a curious chara€ier, ce- 
lebrated, in the Letters on the Englith 
Nation, by Dr, Shebbeare, who was him- 
felf a native of this town, The ninth 
and concluding chapter is an abftraét of 
the trial of the witches.

jef account of the fiege and the hardfhips 
they had endured, 4s.the beft anfwer to the 
calumnies that had been circulated, againft 
them, All they requefted, as-a reward of 
their paft labours, was to be. fent with all 
difpateh againft the rebels in La 

endée. 

Every ‘entence in this fpeech was followed 
by loud applaufes, which the Prefident faid 
‘was the beft indemnification for the momen- 
tary injuftice that had been done the brave 
garrifon of Mentz. 

The General was conducted to the Prefi- 
dent’s chair, and received the kifs. of frater- 
nity amid the loudeft acclamations. His 
fpeech was ordered to be printed, — 

One of the officers. who accompanied him 
prefented an addrefs from the troops of the 
garrifon, fignifying their acceptance of the 
Conkitution, and their with to combat the 
rebels, under the command of Aubert Du- 
bayet. 

The Conftiéutional Authorities. of Paris, 
and the Commiffioners from the Primary 
Affemblies of the Departments, prefented a 
joint addrefs of fraternity ;.in which they 
profeffed that they knew their duty too well 
to imagine that they were inyefted with 
power equivalent to thofe of the Convention ; 
that they would never tranfgrefs the, jutt 
bounds of the powers with which they were 
invefted,; and that they would.live and die 
Mountaineers. 

The Members of the Convention and the 
galleries, waved their hats, and fhouted, Vive 
Ia Republique |! 

Auguf 8. The Convention decreed, that, 
from the 1ft of November next, bread fhall 
be fold in all parts of the Republic at three 
fous per pound; the bakers are to be granted 
an indemnificatipn according to the price of 
grain ;! and the indempification is to be fup- 
ported by a tax on the rich. 

Marat’s widow appeared at the bar, and 
demanded vengeance againft the calumnia- 
tors of her deceafed hufband.

and Favan, Leonard de Bourdow, and Amar, 
Secretaries. 

Anguft v7. All the Commiffioners of the 
Primary Affemblies, who had this morning 
gone to the Champ de Mars, to receive on 
the altar of the country the departmental 
forces, and the a:k of alliance, in which was 
depofited yefterday the minutes of the ac- 
ceptance of the Conftitution, and the Confti- 
tution itfelf, now entered the Hall. When 


they appeared with the fafces and the ark, all 
the Deputies rofe up, and when the ark was 
depofited in the middle of the building, every 
perfon prefent uncovered, and the whole

publique | oe 

Augufi 12, Danton moyed that the Com- 
miffioners fhould have fall power te tax the 
rich, againgt whom their vengeance fhould 
be direéted, with whatever they fhould deem 
neceflary to fupport the war. This was dee 
creed, the whole Affembly rifing at once as 
a fign of their adherence to it. 

Auguft 15. Danton propefed the following 
decree: ** No corps, armed and paid by the 
Republic, fhall difband itfelf, unlefs orders be 
given that it be replaced. Every citizen that 
fhall guit his colours, without being replaced, 
thall fuffer death.— Adopted. 

On the propofal of the Committee of 
Commerce, it was decreed to prohibit all 
exportation, by fea and land, of bread, fith, 
wine, fruit, cider, brandy, vinegar, oil, ho- 
ney, fugar, foap, pot-ath, fea-coal, unwroughit 
fteel, clothes, ftuff, &c. The towns of 
Dunkirk and Bayonne are allowed, for their 
own confumption, to import the above com- 
modities, on account of their being free-ports. 

Charlier, in the name of the Committee of 
Legiflation, propofed to grant an indemnifi- 
€ation to a French merchant, driven from 
Spain (where-he kept a confiderable_manu- 
factory) by. virtue of a royal Schedula, order: 
ing the French to quit that country. 

Barrere read another Schedula iffued by the 
Catholic King, which ordains the confifca- 
tion of all the property belagging to French- . 
men to the profit of the Spaniards who fuf- 
fered by the French Revolution. Barrere 
propofed a decree of reprifals, by which the 
Spanifh regulations againft Frenchmen are 
turned by France againft the Spaniards refi- 
dent within the jurifdictton of the Republic, 
Decreed, with applaufe. 

Barrere, in the name of the Committee of 
Public Satety :—“ Citizens, ta€tical wars will 
not fuit a free nation. The wars of kings 
refembled tournaments, which lafted as lonz 
as the patience of the people could fupport 
them. The war of the people ought to be 
a torrent, a flood of liberty. To-naorrow 
your Committee will prefent to you the mi- 
litary meafures; to-day it propofes to you 
to make the following «eclaration . 

“The people of France declare, by the 
mouth .of their Reprefentatives, that they 
will rife in one body, in defence of their liv 
berty, equality, and of the independence of 
their territories and conftitutjon !” 

Decreed unanimoufly, amidt the londeft 
burfts of applanfe, and cries of Long live the 


Republic ! 


Barrere then prefented a plan of a decree 
refpecting the organization of Commiffioners 
charged to conceit meafures with the Envoys 
from the Primary Affernblies, to make the 
people rife, and to procure fupplies of provi- 
fion nd ammunition throughout the Repub- 
lic. “En his decree, which was paffed, no 
citizens, not even the public funétionaries, 
are excepted from ferying the Republic. 
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Adguf' 17. Mddrets to the French nation, 

ropofed by Barrere, and adopted by the 

Convention : 

“t The cries of jay, which the acceptance 
of the Conflitution has excited in the prefence 
of your reprefentatives, refound, without 
doubt, through the whole extent of the Re- 

wublic. : 
io Never, fince men and empires exifted, 
has fo great a focial a€t been accomplifhed 
jn fo auguft and grand a feaft. Let your en- 
voys fent to Paris do juftice to this celebrated 
city, which has been the object of every ca- 
fumny, only becaufe- fhe has brought about 
all our Revolutions, Let them fay whether 
they have not found in every citizen an exe- 
erable enemy of tyrants and of anarchy—in 
every man a friend—in every repaft a fra- 
ternal feaft. : 

“© fpe@tacle the moft magnificént and 
affeéting that the earth has ever difplayed to 
the review of the Eternal!—To arms, 
Frenchmen !—At the inttant when the peo- 
ple, friends and brothers, embrace each other, 
the defpots of Europe violate your property, 
and lay waite your frontiers, To arms! 
rife to a man! Liberty calls for the arms 
of all thofe ef whom fhe has received the 
oaths. This is the fecond time that tyrants 
and confpired flaves foil with their feet the 
territory of a fovereign people. The one 
half of their facrilegious army found in it, 
the firtt time, their graves; may they all 
now perifh ! and’ may their bones, whitened 
in our fields, rife in heaps as trophies in the 
midft of our land, which their blood thall 
have rendered more fertile!—To° arms, 
Frenchmen! Cover yourfelves wjth the 
higheft glory in defending your adored li- 
berty, of which the firft tranquil days will 
thed upon you, and upon generations of your 
defcendants all kinds of happinefs, and prof-

Auguff 18. The Convention, having heard 
its Committee of Public Welfare, decreed a8 
follows : 

1, The French people ‘declaré, through 
the avgan of theix reprefentatives, that it is 
about to rife ina mafs for the’ defence: of ‘its 
liberty and Conftitution, and to’ deliver 
France from her‘enemy. 

2. The Committee of Public Welfare fhall 
prefent to. morrow the mode of of 
this grand national movement. 

3. There fhall be named: 18 reprefentas 
tives of the people, to be fent to the different 
Departments, They are charged with di- 
reéting the operations of the Primary Affems 
blies, relative to the meafures of public fafety; 
and to the demand of arms, men, fubfiftence, 
forage, aud horfes. ‘ 

4. ‘They are authorized to give commif- 
fions to the Envoys of the Primary Affem- 
blies, without which they cannot make the 
demand above-mentioned. ; 

5. The reprefentatives of the people fhall 
concert, withthe Committee of Public Wel. 
fare and the Executive Council, the affem« 
bling and direétion of the force, and of the 
means which have been-executed, 

6. The reprefentatives of the people ‘are 
dire&tat equally to renew, in the whole or 
in part, the members of the Conftituted 
Authorities, and the different Public’ Funes 
tionaries, and to replace them provifionally 
by citizens of acknowledged patriotifm. 

7. 'nno cafe, nor under any pretext; thall 
there be chofen or preferved any Adminifs 
trators of public Funétionaries, who have co- 
operated or adhered to liberticide refolutions, 
tending to federalifm, or fubverfive of the 
unity and indivifibility of the Republic, or 
who may have given particular proofs of 
incivifm, even when they may have retrac- 
ted their former refolutions.

THE circumftances,.in confequence of 
which his Majefty has found himf-lf engaged 
in aslefentiye War again{t France, are known 
already to all Europe. The objects which 
his Mafefty has propofed to himfelf from the 
commencement of the war are of equal no~ 
toriety. To repel an unprovoked azgreffion, 
to contribute to the immediate defence of his 
Alligg, to obtain for them and for himfelfa 
jwt indemnification, and to provide, as far 
as circumftances will allow, fr the future 
fecurity of his own fubjects, aud of al! the 
other nations of Europe ; thefe are the points 
for which his Majefty has felt it incuasbent 
on him to employ all the means which he 
derives from the refouress of his dominions, 
from the Zeal and affection of his people, and 
from the unqueftionab'e juttice of his caufe, 
But. it has beccime daily more and more 
evident how much the internal firuation of 
Frayce obftruéts the conclufion of a folid 
and permanent Treaty, which ¢an ‘alone

cannot even be remembered without horror ; 

and, at Jength, by the execrable niurder of a 
jut and beneticent Sovereign, and of the 
iluftrious Princefs who, with ao unthakea 
firmuefs, has fhared all the misfor'tnnes of 
het,royal confort, his protraéted futferings, 
his, cruel captivity, his iguonnnious death, 
The inhabitants of that unfortunate country, 
fo. long flattered hy promifes of hap»inef:,

for the maintenance of geneval tranquillity*

avowed of fubveriiig all che imititutions of 

ocinty, and of extending over-all the nations 
of Europe that confufion which has produced 

the mifery of France. 

This tate of things cannot exift in France 
Without involving all the {urrounding Pow- 
tin one common danger; without giving 
them the right, without impofing it on them 
Saduty, to itopthe progrefs of on evil which 
exifts only by the fucceffive violation of all 
law ad all property, and which attacks the 
fundamental principles by which mankind is 


wuited in the bonds vf civil fociety. His 
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Majetty by no means difpaves the right of 
France to reform its Jaws. It never would 
have been his with to employ the iafluenceof 
external force with repeat tothe: particular 
forms of Gevernment to he eitablifhed in an 
independeny country; neither bas he now 
that with, except in fo far as fuch inter 
ference is become: effential to the fecurity 
and repofe of other Powers, Under thefe 
circansdianees he demands from France, and 
he demands with juftice, the termination of 
a fyfiem of Anarchy, which has no force 
but for the purpofes of mifchief, unable'to 
difcharge the primary duty of all governs 
meat, to reprefs the diforders, or to puttifn 
the crimes, which are daily increafing in the 
inerior of the country, but difpofing arbie 
trarily of the property and blood of the inha- 
bitants of France, in orsler to difturb the 
tranquillity of other Natioas, aud to render 
all Eavope the thearre-of the fame crimes and 
of the fame misfortunes, ; 

The King demands that fomve legitimate 
and {table Government fhould be eRablithed, 
founded pn, the, acknowledged: principles: of 
weiverfal juftice, and cap.ible of maintaining 
with other Powers the acct ftomed re, a 
of Union and of Peace. » His M ajefty withes 
ardently to be enabled to treat for the ree 
eftablifament of general tranguillity with 
fuch a Government, exercifing a legal and 
permanent authority, animated with the wifls 
for general tranquillity, and polefling power 
io enforce the oblervance of its engagements, 
The King would propofe gone other than 
equitable and moderate conditiesss not fact 
as the expences, the rifquesy and the facri- 
fices of ‘the war might juttify, but fich as 
his Majefty thinks hinvlelf ander the indif> 
peafabic necellity of requiring with a view 
to thefe confiderations, and ttill more to that 
of tis own fecurity, and of the fature tran+) 
quillity of Europe. His Majefty defires no- 
thing more fiucerely than (bhs to. terminate 
a war which he in vaio endeavoured t@ 
avaid, ant all the calamities of which, as 
now experienced by Fratice, ave to be attri- 
Wited only to the ambition, the perfidy, and the 
violence of thofe whofe crimes have involved 
their own country in mifery, and difgraced 
ail civilized nations. 

As his,Maje®y has hitherto been come 
pelled fo carry on War againtt the people of 
France collectively, to treat as enemies all 
thofe who fuffer their blogd aud property to 
be lavifhed in faysport of an wnju't aggredion ; 
his Majefty would fee, with infinite fatisfac- 
tion, the opporvunity of makibg exceptions 
in favour of the well-difpofed inhabitants of 
other parts of France, as he has already done 
with refpeét to thofe of Toulon. The King 


promifes on his part the fufpenfion of hofti- 
lities, friendthip, and (as far as the courfe of

The in- 
ternal management of it is fo arranged, that, 
while they are bound to adminifter to the 
joint comforts of their little peaceful fociery, 
they are alfo carefully prevented from inter- 
rupting them. The perfon, who has the 
private merit of fo humane an inttitution, 
cannot be offended if he be made known, for 
the benefit of public example—it is Joun 
Jounson, Efq. banker in Bond-ftreet. 

The inhabitajats of Burton upon Trent were, 
on Tuefday night, O&. 1, alarmed with the 
moft terrible conflagration ever feen there; 
which broke out between 7 and 8 o’clock in 
a ‘arge barn filed with hay, belonging to Mr, 
Wood, at the Weft end of Cat-ftreet; the 
flames inftantly communicated to another 
large adjoining barn, alfo filled with hay, 
and to other out-buildings belonging to Mr. 
Wood ; ‘and (the wind being South) to anor 
ther barn, acrofs the ftreet, belonging to 
Mr. B. Wilfon, containing a confiderable 
quantity of deals and barley. In lefs than a 
quarter of an hour the buildings (being en- 
tirely of wood and thach) with their con- 
tents, formed one entire blaze. Three ens 
gines, with every other poffible affiftance, 
immediately arrived ; but, although the en- 
gines continued playing all night, the fire 
was not entirely extinguifhed till the next 
morning. The lofs in hay, implements. of 
hufbendry, a quantity of fowls which alfo 
perified in the flames, &¢. is very confie 
derable. 

04.12. A dreadfiil.accident happened at 
Tunbridge. Two bargemen, in the employ 
of the river Medway Company, having got 
very mucly intoxicated at the fair, went on 
board their barge, which was laden. with 
timber, for Chatham dock-yard, abont two 
o’clock in the morning, as they were to go 
off at day-light. About four o'clock, fome 
people, going by the wharf, gave. the alarm 
that the barge funk at her moorings, and in. 
confequence it was expeéted that the two, 
bargemen Were drowned in the cabin. They, 
towed the barge down toward the crane}, 
and, after fome hours work, they at loft {ute 
ceeded in heaving the barge up, fufficiently 
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Tinmediately after the Chefterficld’ 
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to get on the ftern fheers; upon rippieg 
dian tip, one of the men was found jammed 
clofe up behind the chimney place; every 
exertion was made to difcover the other, 
fiom one o’clock yefterday until.two this 
day, when he was found along-fide the 
barge, under the crane; they were both 
‘ much disfigured from their fuffocation. 

. 25 Abarn at a farm near Caftlegate, 
on Enfield Chace, belonging to ‘Mr. Prefcot, 
and occupied by Mr. Cook, took fire in the 
night, occafioned by putting up the hay too 
green; it having been cut and made after 
Michaelmas. The building and the crop 
were deftroyed, but the houfe and other 
offices fortunately faved. 

04.26. This day the latt ftone was laid 
of the Tower in Heathfield Park, aud the 
fcaffolding removed. 

A little account of this ftruéture, intended 
by Cie prefast owner as amemorial of refped 
to the character of liis predecetfor, the late 
Lord Heathfield, and which may be confi- 
dered as an ornament to our county, may 
not be unacceptable to our readers, 

It was begun on the 2d of March, 1792, 
js built of ftone, and from the bottom is of 
an o¢tagonal fhape Co the height of about 15 
feet; whence it rifes, ina circular form, to 
the top of the battlement, which is 55 feet 
from the ground. It is 22 feet in diameter, 
and contains a circular ftaircafe, and three 
apaitments, which are to be fitted up ina 
Gothic ftyle, and ornamented with views of 
Gibraltar, and the operations of the fiege. 

The building is fimple ; but fo adinirably 
conftruéted as to unite lightnefs with foli- 
dity; and every precaution has been ufed to 
preferve it from decay; the proportions, 
moreover, are fo juft, and the effcct of the 
whole'fo agreeable to the eye, that it cannot 
fal to imprefs tlie beholder with the tafte 
and ingenuity of the architect. 

Over the door, on the outfide of the 
Tower, is a tablet, with this infcription, 
"Calpes defenfori,”” the letters of which are 
to be formed of the metal of the guns from 
the Spanifh floating batteries, aiid let into 
the ftone. 

The view, from a building fituated on one 
of the moft elevated {pots, will be more 
readily conceived than cefcribed, by thofe 
who are acquainted with that beautiful part 
of the county of Suffex.

coffin a dozen large wax tapers. The 
chapel was filled at an early how with 
a great number of the nobility, perfons of 
fafhion, and many others, who all drop- 
ped a tear upon the melanchaly occafion 5 
and the whole did bonour to the lneraiity 
and tafte of the Marquis del Campo, who 
was in the organ-gallery ail the time. , The 
bifhop of Limoges, late almoner of France, 
and tuior to the late King when dauphin, 
celebrated the mafs, and walked in proe 
ceifion round the coffin three times, fprink- 
ling and cenfing it. A nymerous chor of 
vocal performers chanted the fervice, and 
atterwards joined in bands of harmonies. 
After which Mr. Webb played the organ; 
and the emigrant French clergy, fcattered 
aver the body of the chapel (alas!. how 
changed from their own folemn, and. fplens 
did choirs), joined in the mournful oilice 
with wonderful and moving effet.

abundance ; and forhe of them are covered 
with weod. Of wood and flate hé had a 
large thare, moft of which was conveyed 
down the lake in boats; and, when a boy, 
hé could not be reftrairied by his father from ° 
the drudgery of the oar.

would be drowned in Ulf{water; the other 
in the ma/b-tub; and the davghter-—the devil 
could not beat ber for pride.” No change in 
his manner of life (at leaft for the better) took 
place at the death of his father, which brought 
him into the poffeffion of more than 3001. a 
year ; he perfevered as if he daily areaded 
the want of the eommon necetfaries of life ; 
no work or haidfhip was too great for him ; 
‘and he was lucky enough to engaye one 
Dick Pearfon, a true and trufty flave, into 
his fervice.

actording to the cuftom of the country, he 
wore wocden fhoes (piovincially clogs) 
heavily fhod with iion, Nature had formed 


him for labour, of a ftrong robuft make; | e- 


was almoft equal to any thing. He had ano- 
ther happy requifite; he would never flinch 
any weight he was able to Rand under; and 
anecdotes are not wanling of his extiaordi- 
nary ftrength. A ftorm, however, would 
fet ali his powers at defiance; and once, 
at léaft, the prediétion of his father was 
neatly fulfilled. He was ferrying a load of 
‘wood dow n the like with no other help than 
his’ old companion Dick Pearfon ; a violent 
and unufial hurricane arofe, and they were 
every moment in danger of going to the bot- 
tom. To throw the wocd overboard was 
too great a facrife though their lives were 
in the moft imminent danger. They were, 
however, fo fortunate as to reach an ifland, 
a Bare rock juft rifing above the lake. The 
ftorni increafed; for two days and nights 
they were expafed to all its violence; a pile 
of ftones, whieh they induftrioufly raifed, 
was tiieir only fhelter ; and here, it was faid, 
the King tock care to fecure what provifion 
they Nad for his own ule. In ths there is 
reafon to believe he was utfairly ufed. He 
contradi@ied the report limfelf; aud, as he 
was not poffefied of fine feclings, it is un- 
likely lic would have given hin‘elf that 
trouble had it been true. Allthe poffe vicie 
nitatis were colleéted ; but no one had cou. 
rage to attempt their deliverance, motwith- 
{landing the temptation of a confiuierable rc- 
watd from the Queen Dowager. The ftorm 
at length abated, and they la: ded (afe. This 
might have furniffed him with an ufeful lef- 
{ i; Buc it cit not, for he never defiled till 
old “age compelled him to loop. When he 
had perticular befinets to tranfaét from 
home, where he faw the neceffity of appear- 
ing decent, he would call upon a friend on 
the road, with whom he could take the li- 
betty, and barrow his cloaths. In two or 
three days he reftyred the loau, and returned 
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home in-the drefs. he fet out,-—-Upon, the 
mountains he had an extenfive right of come 
mon ; and four fhillings was the.price for a 
beaft-gate. When applications for joift. were 
wanting, he would travel the country. on 
foot, beating up for recruits. In one excurs 
fioit it was remarked he could only colleé& 
one folitary heifer, which he drove bimfelf 
from Alfton-moor, Cumberland, a diftance 
of near 40 miles, From fuch a ftriét cecone- 
my it is not to be wondered his property was 
daily accumulating : bis houfe-keeping, it is 
fuppofed, never exceede.! 301. a year, fome 
fay not 20; and his annual income. at the 
lait was at leaft 800]. Indeed he feldom ate 
at home, as he Jet his lands by ftipulation, 
his tenants to give him fo much hard cath, 
and fo many meals, fome one a week, fome 
more, and he generally took care to have 
them before due; even cockles, cabbage, 
&c, by meafure or covnt, became fometimes 
the confideration for a trifling rent. In fome 
a. he would indulge himfelf; he was re- 
markably fond of fugar, gingerbread, and all 
kinds of {weetmeats, which he always kept 
in his pocket; and in one inftance he agreed 
with a tenant to fupply him with 36 pounds 
of fuger yearly.

Such is a brief 
fketch of an individual, who ended his d:ys 
in a prifon. With refpeé to the alleged 
caule of his firft confinement, a recent me- 
lancholy event induces us to be flent. With 
refpeét to the feverity of his feritence, and 
the bail demanded for his liberation, we are 
aifo filent. Thofe, however,. in whofe me- 
mory the riots of 1780 are yet treth, when 
they confider the prefeat itate of political 
{peculation, and weigh the character, ge- 
nivs, and talents of Lord George, muft in 
candour admit, that fuchy a petfon could dot 
well be at large without fome degree of ha- 
zard to the good order of fociety. The me- 
lancholy circumftance of his departure in 
fuch a fituation, however, will juftify the 
fyr.pa:hetic cermmiferation of many who 
could once with pleafurehavefeen hias under~ 
go the fevere!t inflidtions of criminal juttice. 
By his death an annuity of Sool. a-year, pay- 
able out of the cflate of his brother the Duke, 
ceafes. His aft moments were additionally 
embittered by the knowlege: that he could 
not be buried amongft the Jews, whofe reli- 
gion te fome time fince embraced, and to 
which he was warmly attached. His remains
